JEROME B. FLORA, Elizabeth City, President: Officers 
and members of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, 
Ladies and Gentlemen: Under the authority invested in me, I now 
call to order the Fifty-first Annual Convention of the North Car- 
olina State Firemen’s Association. 

I will recognize Mr. R. C. Whitley, Chairman of the Tourna- 
ment Committee. 


MR. R. C. WHITLEY: I wilt ask you to stand and join the 
Convention in singing one verse of America. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: I now ask Reverend J. W. Hagin to 
ask blessings on our meeting. 


REVEREND J. W. HAGIN, Pastor, Broad Street Christian 
Church: 

We pray, Eternal God, our Heavenly Father, by Whose hand 
all things were made and by Whose blessings all are nourished 
and sustained, to Thou, the source of life and light and immor- 
tality, our Eternal God and Father, we pray Thy Heavenly bene- 
diction to rest upon every member of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association just convened by its President. We pray, 
O God, that thou wilt guide these men in their search for the 
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way in which they work more effectively in the calling in* which 
they are engaged. We thank Thee, O God, for this Association 
and for the nature and purpose of it, and for the fruits of its 
service. Grant, O God, that these men may also be cognizant of 
the fruits of the spirit, which are, love, joy, peace, long-suffering, 
kind feeling, goodness, temperance; and help us, O God, we pray 
Thee, to recognize those values of nature. These men and their 
associates are engaged in the preservation of life and the con- 
servation of property values: may they ever be conscious of those 
values by remaining constant amid the turmoil of our earthly 
existence—eternal vaiues. Father, we pray that Thou wilt bless 
our City and its homes. Lead us, every one, in the pathway of 
happiness and usefulness and service, and keep us ever conscious 
that he that would be great, let him serve; and he that would be 
greatest, let him be the servant of all. And so, let us be measured 
by our service! “Greater love hath no man than this, that he lay 
down his life for his friends,” the Incomparable Teacher said, He 
that would so help us ever to enoble our lives, we pray our God 
to lead us on until in Thy good pleasure Thou dost call us to 
higher service and then let us hear, ‘Well done, thou good and 
faithful servant.” We ask this in Thy name’s sake. AMEN. 


R. C. WHITLEY: Boys, we are very glad to have you with 
us this morning, glad to look out at such a fine gathering of the 
Firemen, and I am now going to show you how much the City of 
New Bern appreciates you boys and ask the Mayor to make an 
address of welcome from the City. 


ADDRESS OF WELCOME 


HONORABLE W. C. CHADWICK, Mayor of New Bern: 

Mr. Toastmaster, the President, Members of the North Caro- 
lina State Firemen’s Association and Friends: It gives me great 
pleasure to stand here this morning for the City of New Bern 
and tell you that you are welcome in our midst; that we have 
been looking forward to this meeting for several months and 
expecting you boys for ten years. Whenever you visit our City 
you inspire us with a new sense of loyalty and devotion to the 
cause which you represent. It has not been very many years ago 
since I was a boy, and I remember seeing the old hose wagons 
running down the streets hitched behind a horse. And I say to 
you that the men who fought our fires in those days, the men of 
those days who drove those wagons were the same, and just as 
loyal as you boys are today. Then, a few years later came the 
steam fire wagon. We have kept our old hose wagons and havé 
one of our old steam fire wagons which will parade tomorrow. 
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Those wagons forty years ago were a sight which inspired the 
loyalty of every man and woman who saw them. I have seen that 
fire engine standing on the corner just across from where the 
Elks Building now stands and throw water from the deep well 
and fight fires all night—some of our men who are gone and some 
who are still here. We have some on the platform who were here 
in those days and some just as loyal. Those men would use that 
old fire wagon and throw water on those fires all night, if neces- 
sary. They protected our property and the property of the State. 
You men deserve and have the greetings and thanks of the citi- 
zenship of this City, this State and this Nation for the loyalty 
which you give to the task which you have selected for yours, 
that is, the fighting of fires. I don’t know of any higher cause 
than that of a volunteer fireman, or any service greater than that 
he renders to his city. He is subject to call every hour of the 
day and night, and his life is jeopardized every time he answers 
a call. And so, I repeat, you fire boys are always welcome to 
our city. We turn over the keys of the city to you, as long as 
you don’t carry it too far. 


I heard this last night: A policeman had arrested a man for 
having a run-in with another man. They carried him into Court 
and when his case was called, this man said, “Officer, you know 
I am in the right and am not guilty. I was clearly on my side of 
the street; I had the right-of-way, and everybody who saw it knows 
that I am not guilty.” The officer said, “You was guilty.” He 
said, “Will you please explain why it happened, then?” He said, 
“T will tell you why you is guilty. The Mayor of the City is the 
father of the boy, and his brother is Chief of Police, and I goes 
with the system, therefore, you are guilty.” 


Well, you are here. You are guests of men whom we hold in 
reverence, of men whom our City tries to do anything it can for, 
I mean, men whom our City appreciates more than any other group 
of its people. So you see where you stand with us. You stand in 
the same place that our boy did who was in the wreck who was 
guilty, but who had everybody on his side. 


Then, New Bern is the City who has the Bear. We have had 
that old bear on our newspapers, our letterheads and our flag for 
as long as the City of New Bern has been here. But this year 
we decided to put it our our automobile tag. And so everybody 
knows that we have a bear in the city of New Bern. The City 
of New Bern is very proud of its place, and we are very proud of 
the things we have done. We haven’t grown very large and we 
haven’t done many things. But we are the second city started in 
the State. This was the Colonial capital. And we feel that this 
City helped to carry you all along when High Point and Greens- 
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boro and Winston-Salem and the other fine larger cities had just 
started. We were here then—and New Bern is still doing its best 
to help build up this State. And we want you all to know that 
the citizens of New Bern are happy to have you with us today, 
are happy that you are our guests, and we hope you have a good 
time while with us. We want you to come back to see us soon 
again, and we want to say to you that we hope you will be happy 
while with us. . 


Mr. President, we are delighted to have you with us and we 
want you to have a good time and enjoy yourselves. 
(Applause) 


MR. WHITLEY: Boys, you heard the Mayor talk to you 
and tell you about the bear. So, be as good as you can, because 
if you go down to the City Hall the bear will certainly get you. 


We will now have an address of welcome on behalf of the 
Lion’s Club, from Mr. R. F. Allen. 


MR. R. F. ALLEN, New Bern: Mr. President and Toast- 
master, Members of the North Carolina Firemen’s Association: 
This is an unusual occasion for me, but a very happy one. There 
is not very much that I can say, with the exception of one thing, 
that the Mayor said that I had not planned to say. He failed to 
tell you that he offered you the key to the City. I believe that 
the Mayor thinks it is unnecessary for you to have a key to this 
city, as I do, myself. It does not, necessarily, mean that you 
have got to have a key to get anywhere in New Bern or in this 
vicinity. 

I welcome you gentlemen on behalf of the Lion’s Club. I 
am sure that we have some members of the “Lion’s” in. this 
gathering. We appreciate your attedance here and we hope that 
while you are here in New Bern that you will visit around our 
city and its historic points. This is one town, not only in North 
Carolina, but in our State, that I know of, that had two rivers 
running along beside it, running into one another. We hope that 
you will have a boat and that you will take a ride up these rivers. 
We think that they are most beautiful. We have ideal fishing 
around here; and we are within thirty-five miles of the ocean. 
And we hope that you will like it here and will enjoy yourselves 
while here, and hope that this will not be your last visit among 
us, but that you will return to New Bern when, and as often as 
you may see fit. We are mighty glad to have you, and I say to 
you, do not hesitate to call on any members of the Lion’s Club 
for anything you want to know, any place you want to go. Just 
ask a Lion, and he will be very happy to have you. 


R. C. WHITLEY: We will have an address of welcome on 
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behalf of the Kiwanis Club by Reverend R. E. McClure, President. 


REV. R. E. McCLURE: Mr. Chairman and President: I am 
sorry that a slip of the tongue caused the presiding officer to say 
“Address of Welcome”. I have found out that anybody who spends 
a night in New Bern doesn’t need to be told that he is welcome. 
The average person finds out what I was told when I came here 
first, that if you ever come and stay a little while you will come 
back and stay much longer. 


As the President of the Kiwanis Club I want to extend a 
few words of welcome by telling you that Kiwanis International, 
an organization of men in America and Canada, has adopted as 
a motto two words—‘We Build”. Now, it seems to me that the 
unwritten motto of your organization is “We protect what the 
people build.’ You protect their buildings; you protect their prop- 
erty; you protect their lives. And the Kiwanis Club of New Bern 
will not take you time to tell you what you can see for yourselves. 


Get a blue book and take the trip from Union Point all the 
way around the circle and you will learn more than I can possibly 
tell you. 


But I want to say to you that we do welcome you because 
you as an organization are backing up the Kiwanis Club of 
North Carolina on every side. As we build you throw your 
shoulders behind what we build and protect it, and, therefore, we 
are working together for the good of our common citizenship. 
And the Kiwanis Club says: All hail to the Firemen’s Associa- 
tion of North Carolina! 

(Applause) 


MR. WHITLEY: As you will notice on your programme, 
fellows, the address of welcome was to be given to the firemen 
by the Honorable D. L. Ward. But, as you all know, Governor 
Hoey has called a special session of the Legislature, and Mr. 
Ward had to respond to that call, and instead of being with us 
this morning he is there in Raleigh. So, I am going to call to 
speak to you this morning a man who started as a fireman when 
he was fifteen years old, in this town. He wasn’t old enough to 
be a regular fireman, but he joined the Excelsior Reem Team. 
He didn’t tell me what part he played on this, but he has been 
a reel man ever since I have known him. He started fighting fires 
when he was fifteen years old and even when we call on him now 
he is always ready. Not only that, but when the World War 
came on, he volunteered and fought through it at the front. And 
I am presenting to you at this time one of New Bern’s oldest 
adtive firemen, Captain Tom Daniels, and when he gets through 


telling you, you will be told. 
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CAPTAIN THOMAS C. DANIELS, New Bern: Mr. Presi- 
dent: To you fire fighters who are here today I come, not to bring 
you a particular welcome here, but to bring you a greeting from 
your associates of the New Bern Department. You have heard 
our Mayor extend the City to you; you have heard the civic clubs’ 
welcome to you; and I am talking to you now as one of you. 


It has been a pleasure to me all along in life to have 
a good time with the firemen at the meetings of the Firemen’s 
Association, and we expect, and we know that you boys, while 
you have come here to attend to the serious work of the organ- 
ization and to fight for your prizes, also want to have a good 
time. We want you to have a good time.. We want you to seri- 
ously consider your duties as a member of the State Association 
in this meeting. We want you all, each of you, every team that 
contests, to win, and to fight to win. And then, above all, we 
want you to enjoy your visit with us, so that when you leave 
our department you can say to New Bern Fire Department that 
it has done well. 


MR. WHITLEY: Fellow firemen, I want to call your at- 
tention to the fact that there are some companies who have not 
reported their dead since last session. I would like to have you 
give them to Mr. Miller sometime today or tonight so that we 
might have our roll call complete. 


Now, we have planned for you a most wonderful memorial 
Service, or so we think, and we want to say to you to be sure 
to bring your wives and your friends and let us fill this building 
full. You will all enjoy it. I know you will. 

And, above all, furnish the Secretary with a list that he may 
check what he has already, and let’s have it correct. 


And, now, Mr. President, on behalf of the Committee and the 
volunteers of New Bern, as well as the body, we bid you welcome 
and say to you that if you don’t see it, ask for it and it is yours. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: The Chair at this time will recog- 
nize Chief Frank D. Shaw, of Greensboro, who will introduce to 


you the gentlemen that will respond in behalf of the Association 
to the addresses of welcome. 


CHIEF FRANK D. SHAW, Greensboro, N. C.: Mr. Presi- 
dent, Ladies, and Members of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association: I have felt for a long time, and I have often won- 
dered where this old Southern hospitality originated, and I have 
received this information this morning. As you heard one of the 
gentlemen speaking from the platform about the two rivers that 
run side by side in this city. Now, they are not the rivers Neuse 
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and Trent, but in my opinion those two rivers flow with hospitality. 
And, too, I think, perhaps, that they have given you everything 
to this city except the deed. I am sure they told you that they 
would give you the bear. For no longer than I have been here I 
have become attached to this city and the people of this city that 
I have actually learned the bear hug. And, too, this Association 
is furtunate, indeed, to have a man to respond to the wonderful 
addresses of welcome here made by the different organizations and 
the Mayor. I say they are fortunate, indeed, for it takes a big man 
to respond to that. And so, I am glad that the President said that 
I would introduce that man, for I was afraid you would think it 
was me and the jig was up. 


And so, it is a pleasure to me to say that we have with us a 
man who is a member of our Association, one who has been closely 
attached to us for a number of years; a man who has served as 
Mayor of the City of Wilmington; a man who has brought the 
North Carolina Firemen’s Association more closely attached to 
the city officials than any other man in the State of North Caro- 
lina. He is so loved by the State Association because he gives 
the very best that he has in him. And I say to you again, he is 
the man who has planted the seed in each and every fireman here 
in our State he has brought us closer together. 


I want to present to you at this time Mayor Walter Blair, 
Ex-Mayor of Wilmington. 


MR. WALTER BLAIR, Wilmington: Mr. Mayor, Members 
of the Official Welcoming Organization, Comrades of the New 
Bern Fire Department, Citizens of New Bern, Ladies and Gentle- 
men: It is, indeed, a pleasure and a privilege as a representative 
of this Organization to respond to the fine addresses of welcome 
which have been made here this morning. The members of the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association know that they are 
welcome in New Bern. There’s an old saying that “the third time 
proves it”. I believe this is the fourth or fifth time this Asso- 
ciation has had the honor and privilege of meeting in your fair 
city and, therefore, we know that if you had not really wanted us 
you would not have asked us to come back on so many occasions. 
We know that we are welcome because we feel it in our handclasp; 
we see it in the glint of your eye. It would be entirely unnecessary 
for you to present to us a key to your city because we know the 
doors are wide open; that there are no fences around the city of 
New Bern, and that your hearts always stand ajar for this organ- 
ization. We are happy again to meet here in this City rich in 
tradition and historic lore. We rejoice with you in the fine part 
which your city has taken, not alone with the history of our great 
State, but in the history of our great United States of America.

We rejoice with you that you are first in so many things. We re- 
joice with you that among the fine assets you have is a true, 
genuine spirit of real Southern hospitality. And so, on behalf of 
our Organization, I say: We thank you from the bottom of our 
hearts. 


Now, may I say just a word as to what this organization 
stands for. Organized fifty-one years ago it has unselfishly de- 
voted itself to the cause, as Reverend McClure has said, of pro- 
tection, protection of life and property. During the long span of 
years in which it has existed it has tried to justify itself and its 
existence by the class of service which it has rendered to the 
State of North Carolina. Just think, my friends, how the science 
of fire fighting has advanced, and how we, in the State of North 
Carolina, would have been laggards had we not such an organiza- 
tion to uphold the standards and beliefs, which coming citizens 
might honor, of rendering to the citizens of North Carolina the 
finest that could be had in protecting lives and property. Some 
folks would criticise any organization. Some folks would criti- 
cise our political subdivisions. They would criticise what is known 
as central organization of government. But, my friends, let me 
say, in centralization we find . We are proud 
that our city officials and State officials have seen fit to cooperate 
with this program. From our Governor on down through the 
Council of State and its subdivisions they have set four-square 
to. the shoulders of the principles of the North Carolina Fire- 
men’s Association and to make it a living force within our great 
State. : 


We would pay especial tribute to the Honorable Dan Boney, 
our Fire Insurance Commissioner, who has permitted our own 
Sherwood Brockwell to give so much of his time and talent in 
teaching the firemen of North Carolina scientific methods and 
ways, not only in fighting fire, but in the prevention of fire. And 
so, I say to you, Mr. Mayor, that we are delighted to meet with 
you on this occasion, that we shall take advantage of your hos- 
pitality without abusing it, because I am sure you will find among 
the men who are assembled here in this convention men who are 
gentlemen from the heart, men who will not violate the hospital- 
ity which you have extended to them, but men who will enjoy all 
in the spirit in which it is extended. And so, again I say to you 
on behalf of the North Carolina Firemen’s Association, we are 
delighted to meet with you on this occasion; we appreciate the 
warm words of welcome that you have extended to us, and I am 
Sure each and every one of us will go away feeling that it was, 


indeed, good for us to have met with you on this occasion. 
(Applause) 


PRESIDENT FLORA: We will now proceed with the reg- 
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ular order of business. At this time I would like to recognize, if 
they are in the audience, the representatives of the new depart- 
ments. As I call these new departments I would like for their. 
representatives to stand and give their names.

I would like this morning to call on Mr. Frank Bennett to lead 
us in a song. 

CHIEF FRANK W. BENNETT, Durham: Fellows! I have 
sat and listened to these addresses of welcome. Now, come on and 
stretch up and answer those addresses of welcome. 

Members of the Convention standing and singing: “The more 


we get together”. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: The Chair at this time will recognize 
Mr. Sherwood Brockwell. (Applause) 

MR. SHERWOOD BROCKWELL, Raleigh: Ladies and 
Gentlemen: This is one occasion on which I have asked your 
President to be called upon to appear before you. I believe I am 
slated on your program to appear at another time, but something 
happened this morning that you members of the Association did 
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not see the significance of. We had a very splendid address this 
morning by one of your oldest members, and what I wanted 
every young man in this house this-morning to notice was the 
appearance of Mr. Tom Daniels who was on your stage this 
morning. I wanted you to get another view of this man. (Calling 
Capt. T. C. Daniels back upon the platform.) I want him to 
turn around. Look at those shoulders! 


The first time I ever saw Mr. Daniels he was creating history 
in the name of today’s best seller in American literature. At that 
time he was halfback on the Trinity football team, and once he 
got that ball in his hand, Blessed God, he was “gone with the 
wind”! There never has been a better halfback on a football team 
in North Carolina. As told you this morning, he has been a large 
part in every big movement that the North Carolina Organization 
has participated in during his life-time. And the fact remains that 
those shoulders, after he left that college at that time next be- 
came distinguished as a member of the New Bern Reel Team. And 
the one point that I wanted to get over to every young man in 
North Carolina here today is that, notwithstanding the fact that 
this man has become nationally known in many other lines of en- 
deavor, he really started off in the New Bern Fire Department 
and has lived to come back at three score and ten and is symbolic 
of everything that the New Bern Fire Department has done in 
the past fifty years. I want you to have that to look to, because 
I want you young men to ask yourselves, “What is it that he gave - 
to the New Bern Fire Department?”, and whenever that comes 
up in your mind I want you to remember New Bern, and remem- 
ber Tom Daniels. (Applause) 


PRESIDENT FLORA: Gentlemen, you see on this table be- 
fore me a Sterling silver cup standing over eighteen inches high. 
This cup was presented to your President by Colonel George 
MeNeill. This cup is known as the James D. McNeill Presidential 
Memorial cup. Your President, and your presidents to come will 
be the guardians of this cup. As their terms expire their names 
will be inscribed upon it. This cup of silver symbolizes the sterling 
character of the one it represents. And as it is handed down 
through the ages and is touched by the hand of Time it will 
become more and more polished, and in it will be reflected the 


personality and the rugged individualism of that great fireman, 
Mr. James D. McNeill. 


I am presenting this cup this morning to this Association, 
and I know that throughout its wanderings in the future that it 
will ever remain unblemished and will carry on and exemplify the 
love that we all hold in our hearts for Captain McNeill. 

I wish I could really express the emotions that were aroused 
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in me at the time that this cup was presented to me. But there 
is always at such times that feeling that human expression can- 
not be given in words. And, after all, words are simply a symbol 
of that which we feel within our hearts, that touch which the 
Almighty gave to us that gives us the love of things which are 
inexpressible. : 

And so, I present to you and to this Association, on behalf 
of Colonel McNeill and the McNeill family, the James D. McNeill 
Presidential Memorial Cup. 


I have been requested by Mr. Sam Dill and by our Secretary, 
Mr. Miller, that we, and they, would like to know the names of 
the different racing teams as soon as this meeting adjourns, and 
I ask that the Captains of those different teams come forward 
and make themselves known. 


I have also been requested by the photographer to say that 
after seeing so many handsome men gathered together out here, 
such beautiful features for the morning after, that he would like 
to strike off such beauty so that it may be carried down in the 
hall of fame. And so he asked me what hour I thought would 
be best. I looked you over as your were straggling in, and I 
thought that, perhaps, this afternoon would be a little bit more 
appropriate and suitable. So, I ask that you all be present here 
this afternoon and at the adjournment of this afternoon’s session 
he will strike off the picture of the best set of men that God ever 
breathed air into, the Firemen of North Carolina. (Applause) 


Now, is there any other business before the house? 


SECRETARY JOHN L. MILLER, Concord: Yes, sir. Mr. 
Chairman, the Credential Committee, as named by your Presi- 
dent, will meet here immediately after adjournment this morning. 
They will go over the credentials that the Secretary has on hand 
and others which may be presented to them between now and 
the time that they meet. It is necessary to have the names of 
your departments here for this Credential Committee to act upon 
for this reason: The law requires you to have a representative 
here: a record must be made of that representation. And then, 
after the Committee passes on the delegates to this Convention, 
that becomes a final record. And unless you are so recorded on 
these minutes, and unless you answer to the roll call this afier- 
noon at two o’clock, your department will not be represented on 
our records. So bear in mind, please, that if you haven’t your 
credentials in, come up here with them immediately. That will be 
the first business before this session this afternoon. 


Tomorrow morning, as I understand it, we will have a beau- 
tiful Memorial Service in this building, tomorrow morning at 
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nine-thirty, and at that time it is necessary, if you desire the 
names of the deceased brothers in your department recognized, 
to let us have his name. If you have a deceased brother let us 
know about it, because after tomorrow morning at nine-thirty 
it will be too late. Let’s not be too late in a matter of that kind. 


Announcement has been made by the President that it is 
necessary to get the names of the competing teams for Thurs- 
day’s races. We will attend to that if you will come up and give 
the name to Chief Dill, and let us, when he asks us to do some- 
thing, let us do so, and give him the information. 

(Applause) 


PRESIDENT FLORA: The Chair recognizes Bob Whitley. 
(Applause) ; 


MR. ROBERT WHITLEY, New Bern: Gentlemen: The 
reason that out hours on the program are so much earlier than 
they have been in the past is this: You will notice that out hours 
are nine-thirty each morning, and that is done for this reason: 
This theatre in which you are meeting has been donated to us 
Firemen for our pleasure. I suppose you have noticed that it is 
air-conditioned. And we have to observe those hours in order that 
the theatre may function properly and at its usual hours. There 
will be no matinee this afternoon. Of course, we will have the 
Memorial Service tomorrow morning, with a business session fol- 
lowing shortly thereafter. Tomorrow afternoon there will be a 
matinee, so we will ask you all to be in this theatre on time at 
each meeting so we can transact our business and get out on 
time. I thank you. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: I wish at this time to present to 
you an officer of your Association. It is a particular pleasure 


for me to present to you our beloved Vice-President, Clive A. 
Hildebrand. 


MR. C. A. HILDEBRAND, VICE-PRESIDENT, Canton, N. C.: 
Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: I had no idea of having an 
opportunity of expressing to you my pleasure in being here with 
you this morning. But I feel like the old bovine female that lived 
down in Texas. And the old father bull and the old mother cow 
and the little bull were out on the wide prairie on one occasion 
and they saw coming up an awful wind storm. And the old man, 
the father bull, having the instinct of the father of the family, 
went about looking for shelter for his family. He found it after 
a search, and he came back to get the mother and little bull to 
carry them back to the shelter. He searched all around, after 
finding the mother, but could not find the little bull—the little 
bull was gone. Well, the storm raged, and the wind howled, and 
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things were mighty bad around there for awhile. But, after the 
storm the little fellow come in. He was flayed bad. The little 
fellow looked awfully bad. He was ***** and his hair was all 
rufiled and turned the wrong way. And the father bull was 
ready to chastise him, but the mother interfered, begging for 
him. And the old man said, ‘Where have you been, son?” And 
he said, “I have been a far way; I have been down in Mexico.” 
And that aroused the old man’s ire again and the father was 
going to chastise him again, when the mother looked around at 
him and said: “Father, don’t punish him!

But, fellows, in all sincerity I want to say one thing, we 
are all called to be here *****, But down at the hotel I am 
going to have the police look around, or somebody, and see if he 
can find the man that wanted to change that motor oil last night, 
because those folks down there have got to have quiet to sleep. 
They have a right to sleep. As for me, I can stand hitched, but 
some of those elderly gentlemen who were there last night were 
mouthing abount it this morning. 


Now, boys, I am glad to be here with you and hope we all 
have a good time. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: I present our fine Secretary, Mr. 
John L. Miller, of Concord. 


MR. JOHN L. MILLER, Concord: Mr. President. I am 
happy. I have always been happy. It has helped me to go through 
life being in a good-feeling mood to everybody. And I just want- 
ed to announce one thing. I may look not quite that old, but in 
1908, July 8th, in the City of Wilmington, in the year 1908, there 
were not many of you boys who supported me for secretary; 
some of you, maybe, were there. How times have changed! And 
that’s all that I wanted to say to you, for you to reffect that 
at that Convention in 1908 the personnel of the governing organ- 
ization has almost entirely been changed. Those old fellows back 
in 1908 that were directing us in the course and in the pathway 
which I am glad to say that I think we have followed have meant 
much to us. Their counsel back thirty years ago was worth some- 
thing to us, or, at least, we thought so, because we followed them. 
And when I look into your faces this morning, being among the 
oldest of your officials and chiefs in the State today, I am glad 
that I have been permitted to mingle with you and among you 
from year to year. And the one and only thing which r regret 
is that I have been unable to keep up with you and keep in mind 
all the young men who have come up and you with them. The 
older men I know and will always know, but you young boys, when 
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you come in here following in the footsteps of your fathers or 
some friends of an earlier generation, it is you boys that I don’t 
know. You come up here and speak to me, and I shake hands 
with you, but I don’t know you. And that’s the sad thing in 
life to me, that I can’t call your names when I see you. But 
we must be content with that. That’s nature and we can’t help 
it. I didn’t want to say anything particularly to you, but you 
called my name. I am sorry to get up before you, but I want to 
say that I won’t any more except to read the names this after- 
noon. But I repeat that I am happy that I am able to be here 
with you and am enjoying this time. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: It is my pleasure to present to you 
the keeper of the purse strings of our Organization. He some- 
times ties a knot in those strings, and that is reflected in the 
way our Association is climbing up and ever onward. I now pre- 
sent our Treasurer, Chief A. B. Horney, of High Point. 

MR. A. B. HORNEY, High Point: Mr. President, Ladies 
and Gentlemen: I have been standing before this congregation for 
the last fifty-one years, and am glad that I am able to do it yet, 
because I helped to organize this Convention fifty-one years ago in 
Greensboro. I was with Captain McNeill all during his admin- 
istration and am happy to be here again in New Bern with you 
for the fourth or fifth time, and glad to be here at the Convention. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: I present to you one, who, in my 
opinion presented one of the finest reports I have ever heard 
presented to this Association, and that was the Statistician’s 
Report of last year. I present to you, Dick Joyner, of Farmville. 


CHIEF R. A. JOYNER, Farmville: Mr. President: I had 
not expected to say anything to you this morning, and I won’t 
punish these men, since they will have the opportunity of listen- 
ing this afternoon to our report, which I hope will be as favorable 
to our President as he says it was a year ago. It is always a 
pleasure to me to meet with you, because I am connected with 
the City Government as are all of you men, but the Fire Depart- 
ment stands out foremost. With any City I have any dealings with 
the Fire Department stands out. It is my pleasure to be with you. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: Thank you, Dick. 


Now, I wish to present one of the men with good judgment 
who has helped to guide us along thus far: Donald Shuford, 
of Hickory. 

D. E. SHUFORD, Hickory: Mr. President and Gentlemen: 
I am not going to take up much time, but I do want to say to 
the President and the members of the Association that if I have 
helped in any way for the last couple of years by serving on the 
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Advisory Committee I am very happy to have done so. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: Our genial, happy, affable, wise and 
considerate, a member of our Host Committee, a member of our 
Advisory Committee, our old friend, Albert Brinson. 


MR. ALBERT BRINSON, New Bern: I haven’t much to 
Say, except that I am delighted to have this group with us in 
New Bern, and that every fireman here is delighted to have you, 
and while you are here, call on us if you want anything and we 
will be glad to do what you ask us. We are happy to have you 
here, 

PRESIDENT FLORA: And now, the grand prize, our leader 
and director, the leader of our State College and Drill School, 
Sherwood Brockwell. 


MR. SHERWOOD BROCKWELL: Ladies and Gentlemen: 
That introduction as Director of your Fire College and Drill 
School is merely an incidental part, and I am but an inconse- 
quential member thereof. So that credit may be given those who 
so richly deserve it, I want the members of the Fire College and 
Drill School Committee to stand so the Convention can see you. 
(Members, please stand.) There they are—Ludy Croom, Charley 
Burkett, Mack Salley and Jennings Fitzgerald. (A. Y. Cottrell 
is not here.) They are the ones to get the full credit for their 
splendid work in the Fire College and Drill School. I merely act 
as Chairman and Director. 


As I told you this morning, the Fire College and Drill School 
is merely incidental. All that requires is about two or three 
months work night and day. My main work is, and for the past 
twenty-five years has been, “pinch-hitting” for the fire depart- 
ments of the State, especially for the Chief. In other words, 
when called, my main business has been to help the Chief. If 
he were wrong I would help him to get right, and if he were 
right, I would help him on to higher ground. Let me tell you, 
in those twenty-five years I have been called upon to do many 
things, but this morning I am called upon to do that which I 
have never been called upon to do before—called on to sing 
for Frank Bennett, the golden-voiced warbler from Durham. 


This morning is the first time this Convention has ever called 
on Frank for a song that he didn’t sing. He loves to sing for 
this Convention, but this morning he does not want to get up 
and sing as his voice is not in fine fettle—not up to the usual 
high standard, so he has called on me to do his ses toe for ae 
The first time in his life he has ever called on his “assistant 
to act in this role. The Chief has called and, therefore, Lamu 
sing. Before singing, there is one thing I must know—is there a 
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doctor in the house? I will sing the only song I know. The last 
time I sang it was before a magnificent and cultured audience— 
an insane asylum for the colored race. And did I receive an 
ovation? Yes, sir. When I finished the song they presented me 
with a cute little brick bungalow—one brick at at time. And 
something else. Do you notice these white pants I am wearing? 
—I didn’t buy them—That red-headed son of mine, the one who 
played in a college swing band, bought them for me—thus the 
Cab Calloway cut. 


Speaking about swing music—before I start the song, I want 
to say to those of you who like to dance, that New Bern is af- 
fording several opportunities for you to show your stuff. During 
my song I will “step a few”, and I want you ladies, that is, all 
girls between sixteen and sixty, to note them with due concern. 
I am the official step-husband of this Convention. I have noticed, 
from time to time, that you ladies come here with your husbands, 
and while the husbands have the best intentions on earth, ever 
so often one will get lost, strayed or stolen. In case your husband 
gets lost, strayed or stolen, and you can’t find him to go to the 
dance with you, remember the official step-husband. I am avail- 
able at all times for any dance you may want to attend, providing 
you can’t get a younger man. Girrels, take a peep at my shape. 
I admit that time has made its mark on my complexion, but, 
thank Hevings, I have retained my girlish figure. (Turning slowly 
around before audience. 


I can’t remember the words or the music, and all my notes are 
either sharp or flat, and I hope you all understand I am pinch- 
hitting for a real singer, Frank Bennett. It is a song about a 
little girl — Mary Euphonious Elizabeth Lee — (Dancing and 
singing)

PRESIDENT FLORA: Well, when they made him they 
broke the mold. There’s no more like him. (Continued applause) 


MR. SHERWOOD BROCKWELL: I thank you. Something 
was said in the Convention yesterday about firemen participating 
in Fire Prevention Week programs. I sincerely hope that every 
fire department in the State will take advantage of the fine plan 
offered for this yesterday. There is another song, one we often 
use in schools during fire prevention week, used to get the chil- 
dren interested before you start talking. When we are called 
upon to make such talks the Chief always goes with us. The 
children love to have the Chiefs appear, and most chiefs get a 
kick out of seeing this so manifest. We tell about taking the 
Chief to the last International Association up North and of the 
Chief getting homesick, and we always say the Chief sang this 
song: 

“RVERYTHING IS NICE IF IT COMES FROM DIXIELAND” 

Every winter you will notice that the birds up in the sky 

To the South will always fly. 

Now, perhaps you’s wondering why. 

Well, it’s the land of sunshine and the only place a real wise 


bird would be. 
There are lots of good things waiting there for you and me. 


CHORUS 
Just to make our clothes, the cotton grows 
In dear old Alabam’, 
Each hungry mouth turns to the South 
For the old Virginia ham. 
From Tennessee comes melody that’s played by every band, 
And if you craves good chicken, 
, There’s Maryland. 
Louisiana sugar is sweeter than the rose; 
You’s got to thank old North Ca’lina— 
That’s where Bull Durham grows. 
And if you’s looking for a li’l old girl to love, 
That’s the place to win her hand. 
Take my advice, boy, she’s bound to be nice, 
If she comes from Dixieland! 
PRESIDENT FLORA: Gentlemen: I wish to present to you 
our dear friend, a fine fellow, good scout, an all around man, and 
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immediate past President, Bill Holland, of the Capital City. He 
ought to be up in the Legislature. 

MR. W. E. HOLLAND, Raleigh: Mr. President, and mem- 
bers of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association: It is, 
indeed, a pleasure to be with you all this morning, but quite a 
surprise to be asked to make a talk to you, and I haven’t much 
to say. So far, I have certainly enjoyed what time I have been 
with you in New Bern and hope you all enjoy your stay as much 
as Iam. I am mighty glad to be with you all here, and hope you 
all have a good time while you stay. I thank you. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: Our old-time friend who has gotten 
ambitious to go to Raleigh and look after Bill Holland. He has 
striven for political office, and to show you how popular firemen 
are, he has been elected. And I am sure he will be, not only a 
great help to the State, but to the Firemen of North Carolina 
at the next General Assembly. I call upon Dr. Will S. Long. 


DR. W. S. LONG: Mr. President, Fellow Firemen, Ladies 
and Gentlemen: I know you don’t want me to take up much time, 
because there are two times in the day a fellow hasn’t any right 
to talk and take up time, and that’s just before meal time, and just 
after meal time to a sleepy audience. Now, New Bern, dear old 
New Bern, how often do I hear that name? Way back after the 
Civil War we had people from old New Bern in our town. I was 
sorry to learn when I arrived here that Edward Clark had passed 
away. He was up in dear old Statesville one time at my residence, 
and he gave me more information about my family than I ever 
knew. And when I told my old man about-it, he said, “His father 
lived here and went to New Bern after the Civil War.” And I 
said, “I am glad to know that.” And so you see, we have some of 
the best citizens in our town from New Bern—Old Dr. Attmore’s 
family. We just keep mixed up with them. And so, it is “Dear Old 
New Bern” with me. We love the name and the people. I am go- 
ing to tell you a joke, which might be pretty safe. Up home a 
few days ago a mighty pretty girl came along giving out chewing 
gum samples, and I want to tell you that I have a weakness—I 
guess it is a weakness—I like pretty women and I like to be 
around them and will never get over it. Well, this pretty girl 
came along and said, “Where is the girl you used to have in the 
office at the Court House?” And I told her, and she passed on. 
She had on a mighty pretty robe. It was a rainy day. And I 
passed along in a little while and some fellow was standing there 
talking to her. And there was a center lamp at that point and 
it had a center post which was hollow, and I didn’t know it was 
hollow and full of water. I stopped and said, “Did you find the 
central office?” She was mighty pretty, and I wanted to talk to 
her. And I said, “Is that robe you have on made of paper? 
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I want to say, if it is made out of paper, perhaps you will be in 
a bad fix directly. And she said, “I don’t think I will be in a worse 
fix than you are, standing in the water over your shoe-tops.” 
That water from that hollow post had run down and there I was 
standing in it up to my shoe-tops. And that’s the effect a pretty 
woman has on me. : 

I am glad to be down here, and always glad to be with you. 
I go to all the conventions, and there’s no men I like better to 
be with than the firemen. They are the bravest men I know, 
they go in dangerous places in all times and weather in their 
line of duty—that’s what they do. Soldiers are trained to fight, 
and they are brave. They are there when needed—that’s what they 
do. But I think of all God’s creatures, the Firemen of North 
Carolina are the most noble men that we have, and I love them, 
and always will. Thank you. (Applause) 


PRESIDENT FLORA: There are two other past Presidents 
on the stage that you have not heard from this morning, and they 
are Chief Shaw and Chief Bennett. 


Chief Bennett has requested to ask all his firemen to meet 
him at headquarters immediately after this meeting. I wish to 
call your attention to the meeting at two o’clock. Please be here 
promptly so we can despatch our business quickly. I am a man of 
few words, but I am trying to despatch this business with the 
utmost speed. We know you all want to have a good time, but 
there is some business we will have to attend to, and I will assure 
you we will get rid of that business as quickly as we can so that 
you can all then go out and have your good time. 

The Chair will now entertain a motion to adjourn. 

On motion, the meeting adjourned until two o’clock P. M. 


AFTERNOON SESSION 


PRESIDENT FLORA: The meeting will come to order. 
We are now calling the Credentials Committee. 


SECRETARY MILLER: Mr. President, we now present the 
Credential Committee’s report, 1938 Convention. Your Commit- 


tee begs leave to report (Reading). 


The roll will now be called and we hope you will rise and 
declare yourself present so this Credentials Committee may hear 
you. If you answer and they hear you, you will be marked pres- 
ent. If they do not hear you, you will be marked absent. The law 
of your State requires that you be present in order to participate 
in the Relief Fund, so please stand up and answer so that we 
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can hear you when your town is called. 
(Secretary calls roll of fire departments.) 


PRESIDENT FLORA: Gentlemen, you have heard the re- 
port. What is your pleasure? 


A MEMBER: I move that the report be accepted. 
Motion seconded and unanimously adopted. 
PRESIDENT FLORA: I now call upon Mr. Fleshman. 


MR. MORRIS FLESHMAN: Mr. President and Brother 
Members of the. North Carolina Firemen’s Association: We have 
with us here today a member of the Fayetteville Fire Depart- 
ment, who, I think, is the oldest active member in the North 
Carolina Firemen’s Association, as far as active service. He is 
on the pay roll monthly. He is celebrating at this Convention 
his fiftieth anniversary as a fireman, not only in the North Caro- 
lina Firemen’s Association, but as an active member of the North 
Carolina Firemen’s Association. I would like to present Mr. 
James Faircloth of the Fayetteville Fire Company. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: Mr. Faircloth, we would like to hear 
a few words from you. Will you come up and tell us something 
of your history as a fireman. 


MR. JAMES FAIRCLOTH (hesitating) ***** 


MR. SHERWOOD BROCKWELL: Mr. Faircloth, how long 
have you been a member of the Fayetteville Fire Department? 

MR. FAIRCLOTH: I eall it fifty years. 

MR. BROCKWELL: Now, then you have fought fires many 
times with Mr. James D. McNeill? 

MR. FAIRCLOTH: Yes, sir, I have. 

MR. BROCKWELL: And one of the biggest fires you ever 
fought in Fayetteville— 

MR. FAIRCLOTH: I was with Chief McNeill. 

MR. BROCKWELL: You were with Chief James D. McNeill? 

MR. FAIRCLOTH: Yes, sir. 

MR. BROCKWELL: And you have helped to fight every 
big fire that has been in Fayetteville since 1888; is that right? 

MR. FAIRCLOTH: | Yes, sir. 

MR. BROCKWELL: And you are still an active member of 
the Fayetteville Fire Department, an active pay roll member? 

MR. FAIRCLOTH: Yes, sir. 

MR. BROCKWELL: How many fires have you attended and 
fought this year? 

MR. FAIRCLOTH: I think, about eight. 


MR. BROCKWELL: And you make over half the fires and 
help fight them all? 
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MR. FAIRCLOTH: Right. 

MR. BROCKWELL: And how many fires have you been to 
in all? 

MR. FAIRCLOTH: I don’t know; a heap of them. I didn’t 
count them. 

MR. BROCKWELL: What do you think of this crowd that’s 
out here right now? 

MR. FAIRCLOTH: It’s a pretty good crowd, I think. 

PRESIDENT FLORA: The next order of business before 
your Convention is the report of your President. I know it’s a 
little boring for you gentlemen, but I ask your kindly attention. 
Mr. Hildebrand, will you please take the chair? 

The President read his report, as follows: 


THE PRESIDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT 


To the officers and members of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association: Gentlemen:- 

As I look back upon the activities and progress of this 
organization during the past twelve months, that is, during the 
term of my presidency, I am reminded of two lines from one of 
the works of Alexander Pope, who wrote “by mutual confidence 
and mutual aid, great deeds are done, great discoveries are made.” 


One phrase from this quotation is, in my opinion, the key 
to all the achievements and progress of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association during the year now ending. In the two 
simple words “mutual aid”, I see the spirit and attitude that 
has characterized every undertaking of the Association during 


the past twelve months. 


It is no accident that the Association has just gone through 
one of the greatest years in its illustrious history—a year stud- 
ded with achievements and forward steps. Nor could I; even 
were it my nature to do so, boast that the accomplishments of 
the past year are attributable to any outstanding leadership on 
my part. “Mutual aid,” which it but another way of saying “co- 
operation,” was responsible for every achievement during the 
period I have had the honor of being your President. But for 
the unfailing co-operation of every man in the Association, and 
particularly those of you who were called upon to work hand in 
hand with me during the year, there would be no accomplishments, 
no substantial progress, no record in our permanent records for 
the year 1937-38. When there has been work to do, all of you upon 
whom I called have willingly put your shoulders to the wheel and 
pushed until the work has been done. I am proud of the success- 
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ful year the Association has had under my leadership, but the 
pride is based, not on personal achievement on my part, but on 
the splendid manner in which every man of you has gone to bat 
for the Association when called upon. Your co-operation has left 
nothing to be desired, and I want all of you to know that I 
deeply and sincerely appreciate all you have done for me and 
in co-operation with me during the past year. 


In reviewing the year briefly, I would like first of all to 
call your attention to the fact that North Carolina’s per capita 
fire loss dropped again during 1937 and remained the lowest in 
the Southeastern group of States. Also, due to our steadily de- 
creasing per capita fire loss, the citizens of our State continue to 
enjoy the lowest fire insurance rate in the Southeast. Records of 
the insurance companies show that losses paid by fire insurance 
companies in North Carolina have declined over the period of 
the last five years from $38,891,062 in 1933 to $2,588,037 in 1937. 
The percentage of losses to premiums paid dropped from 55.4 per 
cent in 19383 to 31.2 per cent in 1937. As a result of this de- 
creasing loss, North Carolina now enjoys an average fire insur- 
ance rate of 79 cents on the $100 valuation, as compared with 
an average of 97 cents for the nine Southeastern States. 


This reduction of fire losses and fire insurance rates in our 
fair State is directly attributable to an increasing alertness and 
improving efficiency on the part of North Carolina’s fire fighters, 
collectively and individaully. You men who stand before me today 
made these reductions possible, but I feel that you should share 
the credit with the North Carolina Fire College and Drill School, 
which is conducted each year under the auspices of this Asso- 
ciation, and the North Carolina Insurance Department. Since the 
establishment of the Fire College, there has been noted a marked 
improvement in fire-fighting efficiency throughout the State. I 
can not say too much in praise of Mr. Sherwood Brockwell, our 
State Fire Marshal, whose work and efforts have been largely 
responsible for the growing success of the Fire College and Drill 
School. Much praise is due, also, to the drill masters and in- 
structors, who impart to you much of the knowledge which en- 
ables you to cambat fires scientifically and effectively. 


Continuing my review, I am happy to report that definite 
forward steps were taken during the past year toward the solu- 
tion of some of the most vexing problems that have confronted 
the fire departments of this State. We were able to obtain 
definite rulings from the office of the Attorney General of North 
Carolina on several perplexing questions regarding the powers, 
duties and liabilities of the various municipal fire departments of 
the State in connection with the fighting of fires outside their 
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respective tax-supporting districts. These rulings will be read and 
explained to you later. Also in this connection, representatives 
of five State-wide organizations met together in Charlotte on 
May 24 of this year and decided to ask the State Legislature to 
enact laws clarifying liability and protection for firemen, par- 
ticularly in fire-fighting outside their. tax-supporting ’ districts. 
The following were named as a committee to draft a bill and work 
for its passage: Hendrix Palmer of Charlotte and State Fire 
Marshal Sherwood Brockwell of Raleigh, from the North Caro- 
lina Fire Chiefs’ Association; John L. Miller of Concord and Frank 
Bennett of Durham, from the State Firemen’s Association; Ben 
E. Douglas of Charlotte and H. L. Burdette of Monroe, from the 
North Carolina League of Municipalities; Albert Coates of Chapel 
Hill, from the Institute of Government, and Henry W. Harkey of 
Charlotte, Chairman of the North Carolina Association of County 
Commissioners. This committee met at Raleigh on July 18 and 
adopted a resolution prepared by C. M. Griswold, Assistant Fire 
Chief of Charlotte, which is designed to protect firemen, while 
working outside their own territory, against unjust prosecution, 
and to assure them of proper compensation in case of injury while 
fighting fires outside the tax districts that support them. The 
next session of the General Assembly will be asked to create a 
. State Volunteer Fire Department which will be able to deal sat- 
isfactorily with these problems. 


Yes, there were many things which occurred during the past 
year of which I am proud, but there was one thing which stands 
out particularly in my memory as I look back upon the year’s 
activities. It was my happy privilege and honor, on February 18, 
in the City of Fayetteville, to become the first recipient of a 
handsome silver loving cup which is to be known as “the Presi- 
dent’s cup” and which is to serve as a perpetual memorial to 
Captain James D. McNeill, one of the organizers and a president 
of this association for a quarter of a century. This cup will be 
presented to each succeeding president of the Association and 
will serve to remind each of them of the sterling character and 
the splendid qualities of leadership of the Association’s first and 
greatest leader. On behalf of myself, future presidents of the 
Association and Association members, I wish to thank from the 
depths of my heart the donors of this fitting and handsome 


memorial, Senator George McNeill and the McNeill family. 


The membership of the State Firemen’s Association increas- 
ed during the past year from 3,977 to 4,239, an increase of 262 
members. The membership in the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance 
Fund increased from 1,550 to 1,659, an increase of 109 members. 
A total of 101 new members was added during 1937-38, and 21 


former members were re-instated. The total number of depart- 
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ments for the year was 171, ony three of which failed to pay 
their annual dues. The finances of the Association are in excel- 
lent condition, such excellent condition that your net worth is 
now $99,567.42, a net gain of $6,124.54, as the Treasurer’s report 
will reveal. New departments added during 1937-38 were Carolina 
Beach, Ca-Vel - Roxboro, Candor, Mt. Pleasant and Fuquay 
Springs. To representatives of those departments who are with 
us today I extend a cordial welcome into the membership of our 
group, and I trust that they will find membership in the Asso- 
ciation profitable and worthwhile. 


During my year as president of the Association I travelled 
a total of 5,551 miles on official business. I attended meetings of 
the Sandhill Firemen’s Association and the East Carolina Fire- 
men’s Association and noted with considerable pleasure the prog- 
ress these associations are making and the enthusiasm their of- 
ficers and members are displaying. I also attended a number of 
committee meetings and wish to thank all committee members 
who worked with me. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the Secretary, the Treasurer 
and members of the Executive Committe for their loyal co- 
operation and splendid work. The loyalty and co-operation of all 
of them and all of you has made my term as your president an 
experience I shall long recall with extreme pleasure.

PRESIDENT: We will now have the report of the Statis- 
tician. Mr. Joyner, will you give us your report. 

MR. R. A. JOYNER: (Reading Statistician’s Report) 

PRESIDENT: Gentiemen, you have heard the report of your 
Statistician. What are your wishes. 

(On motion, duly seconded, the Statistician’s Report was 
accepted. 

Mr. President, and Fellow Firemen: 

In submitting to you this my second report of the Statistics 
of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, I am mindful 
of the fact that the mere word STATISTICS frightens most people 
and serves as a sleeping powder to many others, but I must say 
in the beginning that this is the only method by which you may 
determine the results of your activities, secure such informaiton 
as may help you in better planning the future success of your 
organization, and the elimination of those experiences, if any that 
have been a failure and further promotion of those undertakings 
that have helped us in the protection of lives and property of this 
Grand Old State, and without this information on results we would 
be at a loss as to the sound method for the future, so in this re- 
port we have two objectives in mind. First: Furnishing informa- 
tion of the accomplishments of iur endeavors for 1937 compared 
with prior years and the comparison of our results with those of 
our Sister States and of the United States. Second: That through 
this information we may make a renewed effort to further pro- 
mote those things that have given us such outstanding success 
in the past; that we may continue to lead our nation in this field 
of work. Not for the honor of staying ahead but that by doing 
so, we are giving to our state, our cities, and our towns, that 
service which they deserve and the responsibility that we have 
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assumed, for no greater service can be rendered than that of 
saving the lives of our citizens and the property of our friends. 


The accomplishments of 19386 as submitted a year ago were 
gratifying to us all, but I am happy to say that the year 1937 
has far exceeded the expectations of us all and we have an un- 
usually just cause to feel that we have done our work well, 
for in 1936 we had a per capita loss of $2.23 compared with 
1937 losses of $1.71. A ratio loss for 1936 of .06 compared with 
1937 losses of .049, and an average loss per fire in 1936 of $1,200.00 
compared with 1937 losses of $926.00, and a number of fires in 
1986 1,754 compared with 1,672 in 1937, a substantial reduction in 
every phase of our undertakings. 


In submitting further statistics, I wish to call your attention 
to the fact that while they are not authentic, but are secured as it 
pertains to our Association to the reports made to the Insurance 
Department of the State by the chiefs of the various departments 
and have every reason to believe them to be approximately cor- 
rect, and in verifying this I have checked the said reports with 
the Insurance Companies’ report of the losses of the State and 
find that from a percentage basis on rural and city fires that the 
said reports are very much in common, therefore I feel that re- 
ports submitted are close to the correct figure. 


May I now vary from our state report to that of the nation 
that you may have a comparison of your work with that of other 
states. During the year of 1937, the fire loss of the United States 
as gathered from the reports of the Insurance Departments show 
a loss of $388,660,641 or a per-capita loss of $3.17, compared with 
a loss of 1936 of $410,700,143 or a per-capita loss of $3.37. This 
compares with the per-capita loss of our Association of $1.71. So 
you may readily see that the fire loss as represented by the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association is far below the average loss 
of our nation. No figures submitted will attempt to reveal the 
loss of our entire State but only that part of the State as rep- 
resented by the cities and towns having organized fi 
as information on the rural sections of the State 
able. 

_ The first group of statistics I shall submit represents nine 
cities with a population in excess of 20,000 and in this group we 
find a population of (1930 census) 441,554 having 758 fires where 
property was exposed in-amount to $17,646,789 with a property 
loss of $460,507, with a ratio loss to property involved of only

$1.50 in cities listed above is considered 
ted States. A per-capita loss of $1.00 is 
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considered excellent. All in this group except one are below the. 
$1.50 average, six of the eight are below the $1.00 average, and 
the group average on the basis of the 1930 census is only $1.04. 
With a conservative estimate of 1937 population, there would be 
a per-capita loss of only .845. 


A loss ratio for this group of .05 is considered good—.03 ex- 
cellent. The average for this group is .026. A wonderful record 
this year has been made with Raleigh’s. per-capita loss of only 
$.21, Rocky Mount’s of $.24, and Winston Salem’s of $.27. Only 
three of the group exceeding the $1.00 mark. 


Group 2 represents those cities with a population from 10,000 
to 20,000 (19380 census). They have a total population of 162,045, 
having 399 fires where property was involved amounting to $5,- 
991,613, with an actual loss of only $283,500, a ratio loss of .04, 
a per-capita loss of $1.74 and an average loss per fire of $710.00. 


According to the United States average a per-capita loss of 
$2.00 is considered good for cities as listed above and $1.50 is 
considered excellent. The group average on the basis of the 1930 
census is $1.74, with a conservative estimate of 1937 population 
an average of $1.42 would be made. All of the cities represented 
in this group with the exception of two are below the national 
average, one of those having a per-capita loss of $11.92 and the 
other $3.21. Elizabeth City shows the lowest per-capita loss in this 
group of only $.20. Again I would say that this group of cities 
has a right to be proud of their record, and I would say further 
that the city of this group showing such a large loss has nothing 
to be ashamed of, as this can happen to any of us in a twinkle of 
an eye and it does happen to some of us nearly every year and 
seldom happens twice in the same city, so let not those who have 
such a wonderful record waver, for no one knows when that great 
Demon may strike in our midst. 


Group 8 consists of all of those cities and towns in the state 
with a population of less than 10,000 (1930 census) with a com- 
bined population of 276,528, having during the year 487 fires where 
property was involved in amount of $7,414,406, with a loss of 
$739,092, a ratio loss of .099, a per-capita loss of $2.63, and an 
average loss per fire of $1,515.00. 


In this group you will find quite a varied loss in the various 
towns due to the small population when one fire would cause a 
per-capita loss of several dollars. In this group we find a per- 
capita loss as low as $.01 and as high as $50.34, the larger loss 
coming from one of our smaller towns that had only one fire dur- 
ing the year which amounted to $88,000.00. This was a total loss, 
and gave them a per-capita loss of $50.34. Yet this town was

on the Honor Roll for eleven months of the year. There are six 
towns in this group that had a per-capita loss in excess of $10.00, 
while there were 36 cities and towns of this group having a per- 
capita loss of less than $1.00 and there were still nine additional 
cities and towns in this group that were on the Honor Roll for 
the entire your. They were: Graham, Mount Holly, Valdese, Gib- 
sonville, Wake Forest, Madison, Nashville, Zebulon, and Pinetops. 
We congratulate you upon having a perfect record for the twelve 
months, and would add that there are many other cities and towns 
that deserve special mention for their fine record, but time and 
space will not permit this. 


Group 4 consists of nine cities and towns whose records seem 
to be incomplete but report covers such months as actually re- 
ported. They have a combined population of 22,418, reporting 28 
fires where property was involved amounting to $155,550 with a 
property loss of $65,485.00, a ratio loss of .42, a per-capita loss 
of $2.91, and an average loss per fire of $2,338.00. 


A summary of the four groups gives us a population of 
902,545 (1930 census) having 1,672 fires with property involved 
amounting to $31,208,358, with a loss of $1,548,584 (the smallest 
loss in our history), a ratio loss of .049, a per-capita loss of $1.71, 
and an average loss per fire of $926.00. This is a record that 
each of us has a just cause to be proud of, and in comparison 
with our loss of-1927, which amounted to $5,744,077, you will: 
note that the loss for 1937 shows a reduction of approximately 
70% in the past ten years. 


I feel that we cannot pass this great reduction unnoticed 
without paying tribute where it is justly due and that is in 
the untiring effort of you men in availing yourselves of the op- 
portunities made possible through your great organization in the 
establishing and maintaining of our Fire College and Drill School 
ten years ago under the leadership of our most worthy conductor, 
Sherwood Brockwell. I feel that nothing in the way of training 
has accomplished so much as has been accomplished during these 
three-day schools for the past ten years, and upon investigation 
I am confident that the Fire School conducted in our Grand Old 
State by our own conductor, Mr. Brockwell, excels any like school 
conducted in some twenty-five additional States of the Union. It 
was one among the first, and was the best and still maintains that 
reputation throughout the country, and there is no other way to 
safely combat the demon fire than through thorough knowledge of 


ee poe to prevent same and to control said fire when it does 
start. 


In the 1937 report, I gave a very detailed report of the 


equipment in the various cities and towns of the state consisting 
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of its kind, quantity, value, etc., as it affected your city or town. 
I have re-checked the reports submitted for 1937 and find that 
the additions or subtractions would not affect the actual report as 
submitted last year in equipments or dollars. So I will not sum- 
marize these items in this report, for all interested can secure 
them from last year’s report. I will add that I have found that 
most municipalities have maintained their standard of last year 
with a few adding additional equipment and that many have add- 
ed small appliances which make their department more efficient 
in handling the job before them. I also have information that 
several municipalities are considering new equipment at this time. 
A detailed report of the equipment in every city and town is 
available to you upon request to your Statistician. 


One other record that speaks for itself and is beyond criti- 
cism or question is that report of the Insurance Companies of 
the fire loss in North Carolina and other eight Southeastern States 
for the year 1937, giving the actual premiums collected and In- 
surance losses paid during the year. During the year 1937, the 
Stock Companies collected $8,290,609, and paid out in losses $2,- 
588,037 or only 31.2% losses in total collections. For the five-year 
period they paid 39.9% of collected premiums, which shows that 
1937 losses in the State as a whole were 8.7% less than the five- 
year period, and by such reductions in loss to the Insurance Com- 
panies we are likewise receiving a reduction in Insurance rates 
on our property which saves every citizen of our State money. 
During the year there was a general reduction of le on the in- 
surance rates in North Carolina, making our net average rate 
now $.79 compared with the other eight Southeastern States, or 
States of like property, $.99 which makes a difference of $.20 
that North Carolina has Insurance Rates lower than those States 
comprising the Southeastern Group. This saving which amounts 
to an excess of two million dollars effects every nook and corner 
of the state, from the smallest shack on the side of the hill, to the 
largest industry of the state. You men in this item alone can feel 
that you have been a great asset to your communities, for this 
shows that each of you is worth in excess of $500.00 per fireman 
to your city against like services rendered in the other states, 
mentioned before. This saving would operate every Fire Depart- 
ment in the State for 1938 on a higher level than at present, 
or increase the equipment of every Fire Department in the State 


about 70%. ; 
While we have made great progress in the protection of 


property and lives in the past year, I wish to call to your atten- 
tion that 247 people lost their lives from being burned to death 
during this, our best year. Yet, there were only fifty of this 
number who actually lost their lives in burning buildings and 
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only fifteen of them were in protected cities and towns of our 
State, leaving 197 to lose their lives from fires outside of the 
home. Let us through this information make a far-reaching ef- 
fort to so educate our communities, both rural and city to the 
dangers of being destroyed by fire and especially in the rural 
sections, as this is where most of the lives are lost. I feel that 
much could be accomplished if every school, both rural and city, 
could be covered with a constructive talk on the many hazards of 
fire and their dangers, particularly to the destruction of. the lives 
of our friends; and, I feel that through the efforts of every fire 
department, that every school in the State could be so covered 
with results that would be amazing to all of us. No greater horror 
has any fireman, than to know that some person is losing his 
life in a burning building. 

Now in conclusion, I believe that each of you will realize 
that you have been a great asset to your community instead of 
a financial liability; that you have paid greater dividends as per 
dollar investment than any other agency of your community; that 
you are entitled to all the praises that might be bestowed upon 
you. But the greatest consolation that can come to any of us, 
is to know that we have done our job well, and that we have ren- 
dered an unselfish service to our communities and by so doing 
have rendered a service to GOD. In face of the accomplishments 
let us continue to be mindful that the Great Demon Fire is still 
at large and we must continue our good work that he may not get 
the upper hand. So let us with a renewed responsibility be the 
watch-dog for our communities and with just a little keener eye, 
watch every opportunity to prevent a fire. And yet should said 
fire be started from whatever cause, let us be ready for any 
emergency. 

I would not bring this report to a close without extending 
to Sherwood Brockwell my sincere thanks for making himself 
and his office available to me at all times to secure such. in- 
formation as he has available. 

I thank you.

PRESIDENT: Now we will have the report of the Fire 
College and Drill School by Sherwood Brockwell. 


STATE FIRE MARSHAL SHERWOOD BROCKWELL: 
Mr. President and Gentlemen: I think you have all shown a 
wonderful interest this afternoon listening to the necessarily long 
reports of the various officers of the Association, and those re- 
ports have been gratifying to me. 


This report of mine will be published and, therefore, I will 
not, unless you so request, read it. But, with your permission, -I 
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will call the names of the men who received diplomas this year 
and ask them to stand as I call their names so you can see them. 

Before saying one more word about this Fire College and 
Drill School, the Tenth Annual Session of which was conducted in 
Asheville this year, there are two things I must say to you. First, 
God pity a man whose heart would not beat faster when hearing 
the fine things your President and other officers have said about 
me in their reports. But as long as there is breath in my body 
I will still be maintaining that most of the credit for the work 
done by the Fire College and Drill School is due the men who 
have made it possible by their attendance and the men who form 
the Fire College and Drill School Committee and the squad mas- 
ters the College and Drill School have developed. 


Second: That by the efforts of the Fire College and Drill 
School Committee and the men of the North Carolina Depart- 
ments and Departments from out of the State who have given 
so generously of their talents, while acting as faculty members, 
we can now, after one decade, ten years, actually place before 
you once a year the opportunity of attending a splendid fire 
school conducted in its entirety by graduates of the school. The 
names I will read are those of the men who have this year finished 
the four-year course, that is, they have attended all lecture courses 
and participated in all drill sessions for four years. 


(Reads names of 1937 graduates.) 

(Note: This list is in the report and will be printed.) 

You will, no doubt, be interested to know that this year at 
the school we inaugurated the first pump operators class as part 
of the session, and this bids fair to become an outstanding feature 
of the College and Drill School. The report I am presenting will 
show that ninety-four men attended this class, which was under 
the direction of that sterling Chief of the Charlotte Fire De- 
partment and Ex-President of your Association, Mr. W. H. Palmer. 
‘ He was more than ably assisted by Messrs. Williams and White, 
of the Asheville Department, Mr. Grimsley, of the Wilmington 
Department, and Mr. Ballinger, of the Greensboro Department. 
All of these assistants to Mr. Palmer being master mechanics in 


their respective departments. 


I have been asked to make a few announcements while up 
here, and the first one I will make is not one that I was asked to 
make, and it is one which will necessitate a few remarks before 
making, and I would never make this first announcement did I 
not know you as I do. Some of you know that all of my children ~ 
have been reared, virtually, in this Association. The years I have 
been coming here seem to give me the right to talk to most of 
you as I would, under the same circumstances, talk to my own 
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children, and I want you to understand that I am talking to you 
just as I would to my own two daughters, Louise and Mary, both 
honored by being Honorary Members of your Association. 


Here it is: We are in one of the most unique cities of 
America. New Bern was the largest city in North Carolina when 
the Revolutionary War started, and was then the center of culture 
of what is now our State. The people here are not only cultured, 
but they are tolerant, which is another way of saying, they are 
democratic. We are their guests, and they are splendid hosts and 
hostesses. Cultured hosts and hostesses never, except as a last 
resort, complain of their guests. However much they may feel it, 
the people of New Bern will suffer before they will tell you what 
I am going to tell you now. 


Last night and today some of us have made unnecessary 
noise with sirens on automobiles brought from other cities and 
towns. Those sirens were placed on your cars to be used in an 
emergency only, and then in your city or towns. It is not only 
unnecessary, but illegal, for you to blow them anywhere except 
when an emergency exists. There are hospitals here, there are sick 
people, including sick babies in the homes here. Probably a sick 
baby has been made sicker by some one blowing a siren in front 
of its home. There are elder people here who need rest. Your 
siren, when unnecessarily used, breaks this rest. We are New 
Bern’s guests. Let’s act so they will be glad to ask us to come 
again. Your siren can leave a bad taste for every fireman at- 
tending. Let’s not blow them save in an absolute emergency! 


So much for the sirens. You will be glad to hear this: It is 
not on the program, but there will be a.street dance tonight at 
nine o’clock at the race track. Music by Frank Shaw’s North 
Carolina Association Band, under the capable direction of Harvey 
West. Been a little too busy to make dates, but if you get too 
many “gals” on your hand, remember me. . 


The Registration Booth will be open for the remainder of 
today and on into tonight so that any person desiring any in- 
formation about the convention or of New Bern may obtain it. 


Miss Helen Hawk, that fine Secretary of the New Bern 
Chamber of Commerce, will be glad to arrange historic tours for 
any one interested, and I am standing here, “flat-footed”, telling 
you that you are right in the middle of one of the most historic 
spots in the United States. Take advantage of the good lady’s 
offer. 

This afternoon we are going to have our picture taken. I 
suppose I have as many convention pictures as any man in 
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North Carolina, and do not particularly want another one of my- 
self, but all of us YOUR picture. So, if you do not have some- 
thing very important to do, wait and have your picture in the 
group so that all of us will have a picture of you to keep after, 
maybe, you have stopped coming to us.

MEMORIAL ADDRESS 


Rev. J. W. Hagin, Pastor Broad Street Christian Church, New Bern 
Through Adventurous Living to Abundant Life 


Mr. President, Honored Guests, Ladies and Gentlemen: It is 
a rare opportunity and a signal honor to be privileged to address 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, because of the 
nature of your organization and the varied and significant service 
which it renders. 


Here is an agency which provides education in the work of 
fire prevention. But primarily, your service is that of saving life 
and property from the ravages of that natural element which 
contributes to man’s comfort and welfare, but unsubdued, often 
becomes the wild demon of destruction. Through these two types 
of service, by aggressive and intelligent effort you reduced the 
property loss in 1937 forty per cent. below that of 1927. Your 
progressive and effective work has secured for the residents of 
North Carolina a fire insurance rate lower than that of any of 
the other eight States in the Southeastern group, thus saving 
to the property-owners of this State in reduced premiums paid 
in 1936, an amount far in excess of the cost of operating all the 
fire departments in this Commonwealth for a year. This achieve- 
ment alone should entitle you to national recognition. 


This Order, through fraternal cooperation and mutual sac- 
rifice, makes provision for medical care and hospitalization of 
members injured while on duty or suffering of disease developed 
while in active service. Beyond this, you look with clear vision 
to the inevitable hour when for each will sound the call to join 
the vast company beyond our earthly horizon. The organization 
makes some provision for emergencies incident to the last “trans- 
fer”, giving especial attention to the dependents of the departed 
member. The nature and purpose of the foregoing types of service 
command the approval and appreciation of all intelligent and in- 
formed citizens of the State. For firemen, duty is inseparable 
from daring, danger and adventure. The pages of history are re- 
plete with the records of firemen who devoted themselves to their 
task with utter abandon; disdainful of personal safety, they ex- 
emplified the highest type of courage in facing imminent peril to 
rescue others. With strength of purpose and Spartan-like per- 
sistency they have endured stifling smoke and blistering heat, or 
suffered the rigors of sub-zero temperature in howling blizzards 
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while endeavoring to arrest some great conflagration. Often they 
have paid the supreme price, their bodies being found among the 
unidentified victims of the holocaust. 


The world stands with uncovered head in the presence of 
unselfish, sacrificial service, and noble, adventurous living. Intel- 
ligent, moral character and useful adventurous living made Lind- 
bergh a world-figure. The recent achievement of Howard: Hughes 
and his associates won world-wide attention and acclaim. With 
few of the aids and safeguards provided for the Hughes expedi- 
tion, Douglas Corrigan, in an antiquated plane, flies from New 
. York to Dublin alone, and by his self-reliance and competency, his 
radiant nature and adventurous courage, wins the hearts of Ire- 
land and America and thrills the youth of the world. 


Adventurous living for right objectives is one of the world’s 
greatest needs. The pages of history glow with the names of 
missionaries who, by adventurous living, have planted the ideas, 
ideals and attitudes of the incomparable Teacher of all ages in 
the lives of men in every land and clime. The greatest examples 
of adventurous living in China today are found among the mis- 
sionaries rather than in the army. 


The most ominous cloud on the horizon of civilization today 
is not war between any two nations or races but the immense 
conflict between opposing philosophies of life and government— 
between Imperialism and Communism—between Democracy and 
Totalitarian governments—between Liberty. and Despotism—be- 
tween truth and error, right and might—between the kingdom 
of love and justice and the kingdom of darkness and greed, selfish- 
ness and sin. The cause of right and justice, of truth and brother- 
hood needs today those who, by adventurous living will stand and 
speak, will serve and suffer for such causes. 


Among the elements which inspire and sustain adventurous 
living: 
1 RAITH -INCMAN 
(a) Jesus’ teaching about God created little opposition, 
but He was hated because of His attitude toward man. Preach- 
ing in Nazareth, He said: “With many widows in Israel Elijah 
served the widow of Sidon, and with lepers at home, Elisha heal- 
ed the Syrian.” He thus condemned their racial attitudes and 
their exclusiveness. The three parables in the fifteenth chapter 
of Luke reveal the attitude of Jesus toward the lost and friend- 
less man. 
(b) His statement of the greatest commandment was ac- 
cepted peacefully, but His teaching concerning “Love your neigh- 
bor as yourself” provoked discussion, and the story of “The Good 
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Samaritan”, ending with the admonition, “Go do thou likewise.” 


(c) He affirmed that “the Sabbath was made for man and 
not man for the Sabbath”, and that it was right to do good to 
men on that day. 

(d) In His picture of the last judgment He taught that 
the separation would be on the basis of human service to the 
hungry, thirsty, naked, sick and imprisoned. 

2. Jesus saw men as that into which they might develop. 
He rebuked hypocricy and condemned cruelty, but had constant 
faith in the potential worth of human personality. Faith in Man! 

(a) This is the basis of democracy, which is not merely a 
political system, but a moral movement sustained and impelled 
by the conviction that in the average man are great possibilities, 
and that if adequate opportunities are provided surprising results 
may manifest themselves in the least promising personalities. 

(b) Jesus’ faith in human personality, its divine origin, its 
spiritual nature, its supreme value and immeasurable possibili- 
ties, is one of the greatest contributions to the uplifting of the 
race! 

3. Faith in man may point the clearer and more direct way 
to faith in God. “Believe in God and you will take the right 
attitudes toward man.” The enemies of Jesus believed in God, 
but were unjust and cruel toward some men. 

There are those who believe in God, but are covetous and 
cold, selfish and unsympathetic with human need. 

(b) Does a man first love God and then learn to love his 
brother? A New Testament writer says: “He that loveth not his 
brother, whom he hath seen, can not love God, whom he hath not 
seen.” 

(c) Must a man first be forgiven by God, ere in him wells 
up a spirit of pardon toward his offending brother? The New 
Testament says: “If ve forgive not men their trespasses, neither 
will your Father forgive you your trespasses.” st § 

(d) If the worship of God comes first is it sure that the 
love of our fellow-men will immediately follow? “If, therefore, 
thou art offering thy gifts at the altar and rememberest that 
thy brother hath aught against thee, leave there thy gifts before 
the altar, and go thy way; first be reconciled to thy brother then 
come and offer thy gift.” 


Faith in God inspires and sustains adventurous living. 
Right attitudes toward our fellowmen often guide us into the 


way that leads to the right relation with our God. “Inasmuch as 


ye did it unto one of these, my brethren, even the least, ye did ° 
it unto me.” 


Disregard for human rights and contempt of human person- 
ality deny true and reverent faith in God. Racial prejudice, social 
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injustice, industrial cruelty, war, greed and lust are cardinal sins. 
All of them lack reverence for human personality and deny faith 
in man and God! 


Our faith is in God, who is the Source of all that is real, 
the Creator of earth and all the constellations, the Maker of the 
laws by which He guides unerringly the stars in their courses. 


As great as this ever-expanding material universe, our God 
fills and directs all His creation toward the fulfillment of His 
divine purpose. 

If God is real to us, we must have some conception of what 
He is like. The effectiveness of one’s religion—to inspire, sustain 
and empower—depends much on his conception of God (idea). 

If our religion be vital—having consciousness of fellowship 
with God, sustaining life, and a sense of responsibility, quicken- 
ing conscience—we must have personal relationship to God, with 
the Divine. 

When we try to think of God as pervading this vast universe, 
all of which is under His control, it is difficult for us to conceive 
of Him in terms of personal fellowship so that we can commune 
with Him, trust Him, be empowered by Him, be responsible to 
Him, fear Him and yet love Him above all others. 

That is a false philosophy, which in an effort to explain 
creation deals with stars but leaves out of consideration the 
mind that grasps them. The astronomer is greater than any 


planet he observes. 

There are reverent believers in God who hold that whatever 
other revelation He has made of His quality and meaning, He has 
placed a partial revelation of Himself in the spiritual nature of 
man. Man is a part of the universe—the supreme expression of 


its creative life. 

Man, out of his own experience with goodness, beauty, truth 
and love, comes to. know and appreciate those qualities of God 
and learns to think more reverently of God, as a Spiritual Being, 
having such qualities in infinite perfection, beside others beyond 
man’s experience and appreciation. 

In man’s spiritual nature are such qualities as are repre- 
sented by fatherhood, truth, justice, beauty and purity, compas- 
sion and love. Though imperfectly developed, they are of the 
same nature as those qualities which help to picture for us the 
image of God. 

Man is most like God when he strives to bring his life under 
the complete sway of such qualities. Jesus said: ‘““‘When ye pray, 
say ‘Our Father’,” which should stimulate effort to grow more 
like our Heavenly Father, by the cultivation of such qualities as 


are in Him. 
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In Jesus was embodied the Spirit and qualities of God to 
such fullness that He was the spiritual Image or revelation of 
God. To His disciples Jesus presents the one perfect image of 
what God is like in spiritual qualities. He is one with the Father. 
Faith in the God revealed by Jesus inspires and sustains adven- 
turous living that flowers in abundant life. 


Faith in Eternal - Life. 


We believe in the validity of universal human desire. The 
world-order answers to our needs through natural law—light, 
sound, food, water, beauty, companionship, et al. The desire is 
universal and persistent. 


The hope existed among prehistoric races and persists until 
now. Surely He who made us as we are has somewhere provided 
an answer to the soul’s unquenchable thrist for immortality. 


We live in an orderly world evidencing intelligence, plan and 
purpose. A Universe which conserves matter and energy will 
surely preserve its most precious gains. 


“Is there order in the physical universe, but chaos in the 
moral world?” Will not the priceless spiritual vaiues be pre- 
served ? 

Of all values known, personality stands supreme. None can 


conceive of the cost at which the moral life of man has been 
attained. 


Law-givers, seers, prophets and moral leaders of the cen- 
turies—Will results of inconceivable toil and sacrifice be cast 
into the void with the disintegration of the body? “Will not the 
Judge of all the earth do right?”

“We that saveth his life shall lose it; but he that loseth his 
life for My sake and the right shall find it.”

BUSINESS SESSION 


PRESIDENT FLORA: I am ealling the meeting to order 
to proceed with our further business. 

I have received a telegram which I would now like to read 
to you, from our State Insurance Commissioner: 

“Raleigh, No. Car. 
August 9, 1938.

“Regret that special session Legislature prevented my at- 
tending your annual meeting. 

DAN C. BONEY, Insurance Commissioner.” 

PRESIDENT FLORA: I know from all the reports that 
have been made to me this morning that each one of you took up 
about an hour and a half, at least, last night, and read the 
minutes of the 1937 Convention. Now, did any of you find any 
fault with them. 

A MEMBER: No. 

PRESIDENT FLORA: What is your wish as to the min- 
utes? 

A MEMBER: I move that they be adopted. 

PRESIDENT FLORA: Is there any discussion? 

A MEMBER: Question. 

PRESIDENT: All in favor of the adoption of the minutes 
say “aye”, all opposed “no”. 

The Convention by unanimous votes that the minutes of the 
previous Convention be adopted. 

PRESIDENT: Is P. S. B. Harper present? 

A MEMBER: No, he went home. 

PRESIDENT: Gentlemen, that is one of the finest citizens 
I have ever known, one of those God-given citizens who, after he 
was made, the mold was broken, and I hereby express my deep 
love for him. 

Now, on our morning program there is an address by our 
beloved and respected State Fire Marshal, Sherwood Brockwell. 
The Chair now recognizes Sherwood Brockwell. 


MR. SHERWOOD BROCKWELL, State Fire Marshal, Raleigh: 
(Finishing a joke)—I am like the negro woman—she did not know 
there had been a wedding and further, as stated, she knew no 
reason for a wedding. I did not know I was going to be on the 
program this morning and know of no good reason for being on 
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it. But it is a wonderful privilege to be called on to come back 
and talk to you. I am going to try to make this talk short, con- 
veying one principal thought, something I think is of vital im- 
portance to you as members of the North Carolina Firemen’s 
Association. Right here is a question—the question I am going to 
ask—(and I don’t want any person sitting on the platform to pay 
any attention to what I have to say, because it will not particu- 
larly interest them) is, “What are you men out there going to do 
with the North Carolina Firemen’s Association during the next 
ten years?” 

Before you answer that question in your own minds ‘(For 
what is done in the next ten years will be done by you) I- want 
your permission to say one or two things to you about this organ- 
ization of which you are members and in which you have shown 
such wonderful interest this week in New Bern. 


When you came to this meeting yesterday morning, most of 
you knew of this Association as a fire-fighting organization, but 
probably only a few of you realized that you were participating 
in the deliberations of an organization vastly different from any 
other like body in existence, in that all of the men in this Asso- 
ciation since its origin in 1887 have contributed toward making 
this, not only a fire-fighting and fire-prevention organization sec- 
ond to none in the United States, but the only firemen’s asso- 
ciation in existence which has been instrumental in changing the 
architecture and daily habits and customs of a State. With this 
before you, it is, indeed, up to you to make up your minds what 
you are going to do with this Association from now on. 


Naturally, you want to know how this Association changed the 
habits and customs of a people of a whole State. Few of you can 
today realize that twenty-five years ago you could have counted 
the school buildings in North Carolina that had any semblance 
or pretense of fire-proofing on the fingers of one hand. Today 
you can go from one end of this State to the other, and nearly 
every large building you see is a fire-safe school building. You 
younger members, many of you still fresh out of such buildings, 
must now realize that the Association to which you belong was 
not only instrumental in this great change, but took the lead in 


bringing it about. 

In 1914 an inspection of the school buildings in North Carolina 
would have shown that the vast majority of auditoriums in which 
the school children assembled each morning and into which their 
parents proudly came to see them realize the height of their first 
great ambition, were on the second floor, most of them in frame 
buildings, all in buildings of fast burning construction. Not in 
twenty years has there been built in this State an auditorium on 
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the second floor of a frame school building, and in the past ten 
years no auditorium has been legally built on the second floor of 
a school building, except in those of approved fire-resistive con- 
struction, and even in this type building, most of the auditoriums 

are on the first floor. x 


The North Carolina Firemen’s Association has brought this 
about, because in every town there was a man belonging to it 
with profound interest in fire safety in our schools, and when the 
time came he had it ready in his heart and on his lips. 


Twenty-five years ago, or even fifteen years ago, the: average 
theatre in North Carolina was in an abandoned store building. 
They had put an electric piano and a peanut parcher out in front 
and a stage in the back, and invited the public to come in and 
see the emoters “emote” in buildings where, if one little roll of 
film or one little tormentor had caught fire, death and destruction 
would have reigned supreme. 


Today, we have theatres and auditoriums which seat thous- 
ands at a time—BUT—hefore they ever invite one person inside 
their owners have provided adequate exits, front and back, to 
safely take care of all the people in almost any emergency. 
This could never have been accomplished in North Carolina had 
there not been a real Firemen’s Association composed of men 
who realized the danger of the old setup, and who were capable 
of making this felt by the public at large. 


I could stand here for hours telling you of the accomplish- 
ments of your Association under the direction and leadership of 
men whom many of you have never known, but who have done 
their part in making the North Carolina ‘Association not only a 
great fire-fighting and fire-prevention organization, but one which 
has written its name across the pages of the history of the State 
in which you live: an Association which, in the interest of safety, 
has changed the architecture of a State and, let me repeat, changed 
the habits and customs of the people of a State. 


So much for the past; but what of tomorrow? What will it 
be ten years from now? Don’t look at these men on the stage! 


The answer is to be made by you (pointing) and you—out there 
in front of me. 


These men up here on the stage—every one of them with, 
possibly, one exception—can remember when there was no such 
thing as an automobile fire-engine. There is hardly a man on the 
stage who has not, during his career as a fireman, been part and 
parcel of a human chain pulling a reel to save life 
But they were not satisfied. They craved improve 
got it in the form of our modern apparatus of to 


and property. 
ment and they 
day. It can be 
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said truthfully that no set of firemen in our country has done 
more to develop fire apparatus than those in the North Carolina 
Firemen’s Association. 


Gentlemen, you are a part of something worth while, and 
when you accept a part in it you assume the responsibility of 
carrying the work already started to richer and fuller proportions. 
Great problems will confront you. Will you meet them as the 
problems of old were met my your predecessors? 


What about the airplane? What about radio? Will you de- 
velop these as the older firemen have the automobile and the 
electric fire alarm? Tf, in 1900, someone had propounded the idea 
of using the automobile for fire service he would have been “dub- 
bed” a dreamer—a hopeless dreamer. Look around you now! Let 
me remind you that the airplane today is in wider use than the 
automobile was at the close of the World War. Men, it is coming 
as a fire-fighting agent. Get ready to use it; experiment with it 
and develop it for the fire service. 


Charlotte, in North Carolina, was, I am, I believe, reliably 
informed, the first city in the United States to systematically ex- 
tend the radio to fire service; yet, so far the Government does not 
allow a broadcasting station as part of a fire department. Radio 
service for the fire department must come through the police 
department. But you will change that, and before long every vol- 
unteer fireman wherever engaged in his regular work, will be in 
constant contact with fire department headquarters. Let me give 
you an illustration: Several years ago, up in Frank Freeze’s 
town} Mooresville, there came a Sunday afternoon in autumn. 
That is up in the Piedmont section of our State. Have you ever 
seen an autumn afternoon in Piedmont North Carolina? If you 
haven’t, you haven’t been born yet. Frank’s department is a vol- 
unteer department, and that Sunday afternoon most of them were 
out enjoying Nature’s gifts—exercising that God-given right to 
love and be loved under the soft rays of an autumn sun—when 
the school building caught on fire. The regular alarm was sound- 
ed, but they were out of hearing. As they came back into town 
at the close of a glorious day, as the last rays of a lingering 
sunset were turning autumn’s golds to gray, there was the school 
puilding in smouldering ruins, with Red Gaither’s good depart- 
ment having come over from Statesville and saved the surround- 
ing property. Suppose each fireman’s car had been equipped with 
short wave radio, aS many are today? Each such fireman may 
be out on the beautiful countryside with the object of his af- 
fection close by his side. Thus, sitting side by side, they may be 
he thrills and ecstacies and rapturous excitement of 


joying t 
enjoying lick of the radio—a message—then Johnny 


love’s young dream—a ¢ 
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Fireman would say, “Lean off my lip, honey, the school house is 
on fire, and I am getting gone from here.” (Applause) One 
of your tasks will be the developing of the radio for fire service 
in North Carolina. 


We have gone far in the past few years with salvage work 
in fire departments, and the water loss, which used to often be 
more than the actual fire loss, has been written off the ledgers by 
our departments, but there is more to be done. Tarpaulins will 
be made lighter, more pliable, more durable, and they will be 
made fire-resistive. Far greater than this, the tarpaulins, or some- 
thing closely related to them, will be used to confine the areas 
of fires in larger buildings. Water will be freed of the imprison- 
ment of the mains where it has been since the first conception 
of a water-works system, contingent upon being released after 
someone has discovered the fire, sent in the alarm, and fire com- 
panies have responded with wrenches and other necessary equip- 
ment. Systems will be devised by which fire protection, at a 
nominal cost, will be an inbuilt part of every building, not as it 
is now, but ready for automatic and instant use in case of fire. 


Charlotte, several years ago, came to the front with the first 
enclosed body for fire apparatus used in this country. The manu- 
facturers of fire apparatus—I mean those who make fire appar- 
atus—have done much, but even now our apparatus is a continua- 
tion of the old horse-drawn wagon, the engine merely taking the 
place of the horses, or commercial trucks with hose and engine 
attached. Great improvement is to be made along these lines. 
Engines designed from the ground up for fire service only will 
replace these. Larger and more powerful ones for the congested 
districts, and lighter and more pliable ones for the residential and 
suburban property. Just as the cotton, rubber-lined hose replaced 
the old cumbersome leather hose, so will lighter and stronger hose 
replace the heavy hose we use today and more general use will 
be made of smaller hose and smaller, but more effective streams. 
These and many other problems are yet to be met, and you will 
be the ones to meet them. 


Let’s again turn to the men on the platform, or stage. All 
of them can remember when, with the values nothing like as 
great as they are now, and before thousands of gallons of gasoline 
were constantly on our streets, as they are now in trucks, and be- 
fore many other dangers which exist now and did not exist then, 
the fire loss in this State was eight million dollars a year, and 
we were proud it wasn’t ten million. When the death toll from 
fire reached three and four hundred a year. You heard your Stat- 
istician’s report yesterday when read to you for the year of 1937. 
Fire loss less than four million; life loss less than one hundred. 
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This in the face of better records, vastly greater values and 
many graver risks. This, 1937, was not an exceptional year, by 
any means, the loss reflected being a progressive one and follow- 
ing better on better year. For the past five years we have kept 
the gross loss below the five million mark, and three of them 
have been below the four and a half million mark. This fine rec- 
ord, established mainly by you, giving all of the people in the 
whole State, whether in protected cities and towns or not, the 
benefit of the lowest fire loss per capita of any of the seven 
Southern States and, subsequently, the lowest insurance rates. 
I said the lowest per capita fire loss and the lowest insurance 
rate of any of the seven Southern States, but this can be ex- 
tended to the United States as a whole, when urban and rural 
proportions are considered. That is what the Association to which 
you now belong is doing today. What will you be doing with it 
tomorrow ? 

Let’s not forget what we have done with our State-owned 
dormitories, hospitals, and other institutions, including our jails 
and other prisons! Twenty years ago every member of any fire 
department in the State stood in holy horror and fear of a fire 
in any such place. Fires were occurring in like places throughout 
the United States with appalling loss of life. 


The State of North Carolina, following a disastrous fire in 
the Central Hospital in Raleigh, twelve years ago, in which, for- 
tunately, there was no loss of life, though we can thank our Deity 
for this, urged by members of this Association, some of whom 
appeared before legislative committees, all of whom helped by 
spreading the “gospel of fire-safety” whenever opportunity was 
afforded, decreed that all permanent buildings erected for and by 
the State in the future should be of approved fire-resistive con- 
struction, and many of our older buildings used for such purposes 
were improved or replaced. Today the General Assembly of our 
State sits in special session to provide funds to replace or fire- 


proof all remaining old structures. 


Of course, the New Deal, the WPA, the PWA and other such 
agencies will receive credit, and credit is due them, but this As- 
sociation has lived to see work it started reach the desired con- 


clusion and cherished dreams come true. 


Please let me close with a personal reference. ‘This is my 
thirty-sixth Convention as a fireman, and my thirty-eighth in all, 
having attended two as a boy too young to join. I have, person- 
ally, been acquainted with every man who has ever served as 
President, and known nearly all who have ever served as officers. 
I have seen this organization grow from a small group of fire- 
men to this wonderful gathering of today; seen it grow from a 
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social, fraternal and protective association to the Association it is 
today—a distinct henefit to every man, woman and chilld within 
our borders. This Association has grown to these proportions be- 
cause the men starting it and the men who have spent their 
lives maintaining it have always been men big enough to forget 
self when a crisis existed, and many have existed. Men who 
would let personal ambition go when the interests of the Asso- 
ciation were involved. They have truly builded well, and I rejoice 
in their accomplishments. They made wonderful strides in fire 
fighting and in fire prevention—made North Carolina “tops” in 
this, but the ground has hardly been scratched. Let’s all leave 
here after our work is finished this week only after having taken 
an inward and silent pledge to see that in the future the watch- 
word of the North Carolina Firemgn’s Association shall be 
“Improvement”. We can and will improve over what has already 
been done, to the end that through this Association’s efforts, North 
Carolina will ever be the safest place on earth to live. 


Folks, I thank you—for your fine attention to my meagre 
efforts—for your patience—and for making me believe that every 
fireman here will see to it that the work of this great Associa- 
tion has really just begun. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: The Chair will recognize Mr. Frank 
Shaw. 


CHIEF FRANK SHAW: Mr. President: Having heard the 


wonderful remarks from our friend Sherwood Brockwell on the 
lines of prevention in fire-fighting and protection for our State 
Firemen’s Association—this is the first time I have had the op- 
portunity to mention this to this group since you left our city 
last August. I want to say that of all the conventions that I have 
ever attended in Greensboro I was never as proud as I was of 
that of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association last Aug- 
ust. You take the citizens of our town—I don’t know what you 
did to them. You must have had some sort of a magnet to have 
gotten under their shirts as you did, for every man, woman and 
child in that city has asked me from time to time when we were 
going to invite this Convention back there (hoots and laughter). 
And I want to say that we all want that same group back there. 
You seem to have become a member of our family up there. I 
don’t know why. But, I want to tell you that after you left our 
city—as you know we had quite a few committeemen from our 
city. And in this group of three hundred the manager of the hotel 
got up, and these are the remarks that he made: 


He said, “Fellows, I am going to say to you that of all. 
the conventions that met in our city and met in our hotel, said 
if they had been a group of a thousand they would have done 
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more damage to our hotels than that convention of the firemen 
of North Carolina.” Mr. Donnell, of the O. Henry hotel made this 
remark: “So help me God, there wasn’t two dollars and a half 
damage done to our hotel.” 


And so, I want to make this remark. I remember when it 
was hard for this Convention to get a place to hold its meetings. 
They thought that, perhaps, we were roughnecks and would tear 
up the town. And I want to say that now when you go on record 
with remarks like those, every town in the State will always be 
glad to have you. And Greensboro will want you any time you 
decide you want to go. 

I thank you. 

PRESIDENT FLORA: The Chair will recognize Bob Whitley. 


MR. ROBERT WHITLEY, New Bern: Members of the Con- 
vention: I want to call your attention to the fact that at two 
o’clock, in or near this building there will be a parade, and after 
the parade a ball game. After the ball game we will have the 
unveiling of the Edgar Elliott memorial. Now, you fellows had 
a part in the expense and work towards that monument to Edgar 
Elliott, and I want you to be there and help.us with the unveiling 
of that monument, and let it be done by the firemen. Now, please, 
don’t forget that. 

And immediately after the unveiling ceremony I want you 
to proceed to the Armory, which is down the street a little way, 
and help us to consume a lot of good eats which these local ladies 
here have fixed up for you. Now, don’t forget any of those things. 

I thank you. 

PRESIDENT FLORA: The Chair now recognizes Clyde Hil- 
debrand. 

MR. CLYDE HILDEBRAND, Vice-President: Mr. President 
and Firemen: This building, men, that we occupy, with all the 
pleasures that we can, being cool, a comfortable place, a good 
building to hear in, and very convenient, has been turned over to 
the Committee on Arrangements by the Scottish Rite Masons of 
New Bern. They own this building and turned it over to the Fire- 
men for our pleasure. Therefore, and even setting aside one phase 
of it, that they use the income to carry on their expenses, they 
cut out yesterday’s matinee in order that we might have this 
building for our yesterday afternoon meeting. And in apprecia- 
tion of that which they have done I would like to have, Mr. Pres- 
ident, the rising vote of thanks to be carried on to that Scottish 
Rite body, for the splendid way in which they have treated the 
firemen while visiting in their city and meeting in this building. 

The Convention rose in a body as a tribute of thanks to the 


Scottish Rite Masons. | 
PRESIDENT FLORA: The Chair recognizes Hendricks 
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Palmer, of Charlotte, and President of the Fire Chiefs’ Association. 

CHIEF W. H. PALMER, Charlotte: Mr. President and 
Brother Firemen: At the Salisbury meeting of the North Carolina 
Fire Chiefs’ Association our good friend, Chief Bennett, brought 
to the attention of that Convention that the Firemen of North 
Carolina, in responding to fires outside of their own cities were 
not being protected by the Compensation Act or the liability as 
to wrecks, and so forth. The Convention appointed me as chair- 
man to arrange and bring before the authorities to be and dis- 
cuss it at this Convention and the various district meetings of 
the Chiefs, and appoint a committee to go into this matter. It 
was my pleasure at that time to appoint as general chairman 
the President of this Association along with the Secretary and 
members of the Fire Chiefs’ Association to talk this matter over. 


We met in Raleigh, N. C., and we went before the Attorney 
General and the Compensation Commission. The Attorney Gen- 
eral rendered an opinion which I think that the Department has 
received, which was sent out through the courtesy of our Sec- 
retary, Mr. Brockwell, of the Fire Chiefs’ Association, and Mr. 
Miller, Secretary of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion. We then later decided to have a meeting in the City of 
Charlotte, and we asked to meet with us the Municipal Associa- 
tion, the County Commissioners Association, and the Institute of 
Government, to meet with the Fire Chiefs’ Association of the 
North Carolina Firemen’s Association. At that time your Presi- 
dent, Mr. Flora, was appointed general chairman of all these com- 
mittees. He has worked hard and way late into the night, until 
after midnight, to bring this before the various committees. Now, 
this tentative brief that we have here was drafted for the consid- 
eration of that committee by the Assistant Chief of the Char- 
lotte Fire Department, Mr. C. M. Griswold. We discussed this, 
what we might call a tentative draft, and then went over it and 
made some changes and adopted what we thought would be the 
best thing for the firemen of North Carolina. 

And now, Mr. President, with your permission, I will read 
that draft that we have adopted before this Convention: 


A MEMORANDUM 


Outlining a Proposal for the Creation by the General Assembly 
of North Carolina of a State Volunteer Fire Department 


The following memorandum, based upon suggestions of C. M. 
Griswold, Assistant Fire Chief of Charlotte, N. C., has been ap- 
proved by a joint committee representing the following organ- 
izations: N. C. Fire Chiefs’ Association, the State Firemen’s As- 
sociation, N. C. League of Municipalities, and the Institute of 
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Government, and is submitted for the approval of those organiza- 
tions and also the Association of County Commissioners. 
Personnel 

The members of the proposed North Carolina State Volunteer 
Fire Department shall consist of bona fide, active members of the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association exclusively. 
Purpose : 
The purpose of the proposed State Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment should be to render volunteer fire protection, when in the 
discretion of the commanding officer of existing municipal fire 
departments such protection is deemed necessary and practicable, 
to outlying suburbs, rural communities, state and county prop- 
erties without fire protection, and to render assistance to other 
municipalities and communities in emergencies caused by fire, 
floods, tornadoes and other like emergencies and catastrophes any- 
where within the State of North Carolina when called upon and 
officially authorized to proceed to the scene of emergency by any 
municipalities having organized fire departments in which the 
governing bodies subscribe to and endorse this Act. 
Suggested Organization 

The North Carolina State Volunteer Fire Department: 

Chief—State Fire Marshal of North Carolina. 

Assistant Chiefs—All regular municipal fire chiefs of N. C. 

Deputy Chiefs—All regular municipal assistant fire chiefs of 

ING: 
Battalion Chiefs—All regular municipal battalion chiefs of 
NveG: 

Captains—All regular municipal fire captains of N. C. 

Lieutenants—All regular municipal fire lieutenants of N. C. 

Privates—All regular municipal fire privates of N C. 
Responsibility, Authority and Protection 


When responding to and while working at a fire or other 
emergencies, including rescue, recovery of bodies from building 
collapses and drownings, outside the corporate limits of the mu- 
nicipality by which said firemen are regularly employed or in 
volunteer fire service, the State of North Carolina shall fix the 
same responsibility on and vest with the same authority, rights, 
privileges and protection, all members of the North Carolina State 
Volunteer Fire Department with which said firemen are charged, 
authorized, and protected by the municipalities by which they are 
regularly employed or in volunteer fire service, including: protec- 
tion from liability by means of state-wide, blanket liability in- 
surance to be carried by the State of North Carolina through its 
Insurance Department on all drivers and other firemen driving or 
riding on apparatus going to or returning from fires or emer- 


gencies.

Ranking Officer 


The ranking fire officer in the jurisdiction on the scene of 
emergency shall have full authority of Chief Fire Officer in direct- 
ing the operations and activities of all Fire Officers and Firemen 
responding to the emergency, except in such cases when the 
emergency shall be of such magnitude and duration that the Chief 
of the North Carolina State Volunteer Fire Department shall ar- 
rive on the scene of emergency by request or otherwise, in which 
event the Chief of the said State department shall have full and 
complete control and authority governing the operations and 
activities of all State volunteer firemen responding to the emer- 
gency. 


Dispatching Firemen out of Jurisdiction 


The municipal governments having organized fire departments 
which are requested for assistance shall retain full and complete 
control and authority in sending or permitting firemen and ap- 
paratus beyond the corporate limits of the municipality. Govern- 
ing bodies of municipalities having organized fire departments 
subscribing to and endorsing this Act, shall authorize and desig- 
nate person or persons to grant or deny permission of firemen and 
apparatus to leave the corporate limits of the municipality and 
shall, through the office of the municipal Fire Chief, furnish to 
the office of the State Insurance Commissioner, Secretary of the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, and to Fire Chiefs, 
and County Commissioners’ Chairmen of nearby municipalities and 
counties, a list of persons authorized by the municipality to grant 
or deny permission to firemen and apparatus to leave the cor- 
porate limits of the municipality. 


Liability to Firemen 


A. Municipalities by which firemen are regularly employed 


or in volunteer service shall be liable for full and regular 
salary or fee of firemen during absence from said munici- 
pality on proper authority while rendering volunteer fire 
or emergency service beyond the corporate limits of the 
municipality by which the firemen are regularly employed 
or in volunteer service. 

Municipality or county in and for which North Carolina 
State Volunteer Firemen are rendering volunteer service 
Shall be liable for feeding, housing, and medical attention 
for the said volunteer State Firemen when made neces- 
sary by unusual and extended service and by reason of 


injury received in responding to or working at scene of 
emergency. 


Amend Compensation laws or enact State laws safe- 
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guarding firemen against financial loss by reason of in- 
juries received or disease contracted rendering service 
within or without the corporate limits of the municipality 
by which they are regularly employed or in volunteer 
service. 
(MR. PALMER: With the permission of your President that 
is one point I want to explain, and it is.the question that Chief 
Croom asked about. 


It is one in which a volunteer fire department rated under 
the Compensation Act as a volunteer and your compensation is 
under the protection that is paid you as a volunteer fireman. 


Now, this amended suggestion is that in case a fireman in a 
volunteer fire department goes out and is rendering this service 
in his town or out of his town and he receives an injury that the 
compensation bracket, not what he receives as a volunteer fireman, 
in which he receives the minimum amount, but it will be hypothe- 
cated under his earning capacity which he receives in his regular 
course of employment.) 

(Continues reading:) 

Remuneration 

The State of North Carolina shall pay each officer and mem- 
ber of the North Carolina Volunteer Fire Department the sum of 
one dollar ($1.00) per year. And as further evidence of unselfish- 
ness on the part of the firemen of North Carolina, we suggest 
that the legislation require the Treasurer of the State of North 
Carolina to pay the total amount due to all members of the State 
Fire Department in one lump sum to the Treasurer of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association to be used for protection and 
education of North Carolina firemen, 50 per cent. to go to relief 
fund, and 50 per cent. to general fund to be used for education. 


MR. PALMER: Now, gentlemen, please pardon me. I am 
getting tired and I have talked so much that I am even tired of 
hearing myself talk. Now, that’s the culmination of our efforts. 


When Chief Bennett made that talk in Salisbury it was not 
a flash in the head; it was a result, not of theories, but a result 
of regular conditions which had been encountered by practically 
every fire department in the State. Now, only a few weeks ago 
the town of Aulander had a serious fire. The fire department from 
Rocky Mount went down there, and the Roanoke Rapids Fire De- 
parment **** This little town of Aulander had no fire department, 
but there was a fire and there was danger, and every man who 
could call himself a fireman went within a radius of sixty miles 
and was joined all the way by firemen. And every mile, every 
foot they traveled after they left their own corporate limits was 


at their own responsibility. 
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Then, in the Town of Windsor they had a fire, and here go 
these boys from Aulander, caught with the fervor, and going to 
render aid, a going in which they assumed the responsibility of 
lending. every effort and every bit of aid they could, and all on 
their own responsibility. 


Now, it has come to be the rule, and not the exception for 
you to go out of your town into another town to fight a fire. But 
up until the General Assembly of North Carolina makes some 
kind of a law we are putting all of that splendid service which 
we are called upon to give on our own responsibility and at our 
risk and running the risk of financial disaster or severe uncom- 
pensated disability to our men on our fire trucks. 


Now, before the Municipal League they endorsed it one hun- 
dred per cent.; taken before the City Managers it was endorsed 
unanimously; the Fire Chiefs endorsed it. But those are not the 
men we desire to protect, but you men who will come under this 
bill, you men, the members of the North Carolina Firemen’s As- 
sociation. Now, then, they will ask for your endorsement on that 
bill, and if it is given, then every effort will be made to have it 
enacted into the law. We can promise nothing, but we do know 
that everybody who has reviewed it thinks it a splendid thing on 
the part of the Fire Chiefs of North Carolina. Now, you all know 
that nothing can be done which involves the members until the 
firemen themselves have ratified such action. 


I failed to state that Assistant Chief Griswold is now appear- 
ing before the County Commissioners in session in Asheville, N. C., 
to put that bill before them. 


Gentlemen, we don’t claim that this is the most perfect thing 
that can be drawn, but we feel that if you gentlemen do endorse 
it this morning, then the North Carolina Firemen can go forward 
before any State in the United States **** 


This is my report, and I am submitting it to you, and I would 
like to hear a motion that it be adopted, or some discussion on it. 


MR. FLEISHMAN: Mr. President, I would like to take this 
opportunity of having that memorandum made in the form of a 
motion to be presented to the State Association. I don’t think that 
has been done yet. That the membership of the State Association 
and also that the Legislative Committee that has been appointed 
be given a copy, and that they, in turn, take it to the next regular 


session of the Legislature for the enactment of that memorandum 
as it stands-fully. 


And I would also wish to state that I would like for all 
members of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association to 
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do some lobbying to their member for the next Legislature when 
he goes to the Legislature next year. 


CHIEF BURKETT: In that Act I know the towns and mu- 
nicipalities are strengthened. Will that include the members in 
Kannapolis where it is not incorporated? 

—— Doesn’t Chief Taylor’s come under that? 

MR. BURKETT: No; our department is supported by the 
Ye, MC. A. 

PRESIDENT FLORA: Well, you will be a member of the 
Association. 

MR. PALMER: If he is a member of the North Carolina Fire 
Department he will be protected. 

Motion made and seconded that the bill under discussion be 
passed. Motion adopted. 


CHIEF FRANK SHAW, Greensboro: You all heard the bill 
read here, and I presume you all understand it, and it will be 
presented before the General Session of the Legislature in Jan- 
uary. I once had an occasion to attend a member at these meet- 
ings and really saw how these men worked on it. I think it is 
really one of the best pieces of legislation ever done for our 
protection. Rendering volunteer service and doing something for 
our fellowmen and we hadn’t a bit more protection than the beasts 
of the field. And I want to take off my hat to the President and 
the men who did it, and that being true, I want to make a motion 
that this committee be appointed or re-elected to succeed them- 
selves, to carry this on until it is finished. Now, they are right 
at the peak of things and I feel that the whole committee, undi- 
vided, when they present themselves to the General Assembly, will 
have no trouble in getting it passed. Now, this being true, I 
would like for this Convention to vote for this same committee 
which is now workin on it to succeed themselves until it is finished. 


MEMBER: I second the motion. 
PRESIDENT FLORA: Gentlemen, the motion has been 
made and passed, what do you say? 


Motion carried by vote of the Assembly. 

MR. FRANK BENNETT, Durham: Mr. President and Gen- 
tlemen: I want to say this to you: What I want to offer you here 
and move you is this; whether they approve it or not, there is a 
clause in this that we adopt here, that is, in giving the Chief or 
ranking officer who answers a fire call outside of the corporate 
limits of any town in North Carolina, that that chief and ranking 
officer have sole control in whatever emergency he may be; that 
he boss the job; that he will have the authority, that any man 
when he takes his apparatus and men out there, and I think I 
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would like to see this Association approve that, whether the Leg- 
islature approves it or not. And, as Mr. Fleishman says, there is 
a lot of work you can do at home, and there is no reason why it 
shouldn’t go through. We are not trying to railroad anything 
through, but it is a thing which is due to every one of you. 
Make that bill a mode of procedure for this Association. 


Motion, as made, seconded and adopted by the Convention. 


SECRETARY MILLER, Concord: Mr. President and Gentle- 
men: I told you yesterday I wouldn’t say any more. But now 
you have put a job on a set of men in North Carolina to do, a 
large piece of work for you to do, and I am going to tell you 
that it is not an easy task for you. When you undertake to go to 
Raleigh and pass a State-wide bill you have a job on your hands, 
a big job, and I want to suggest to you, and see how much interest 
you will have in it. I suggest that each of you contact your rep- 
resentative and senator in your county and district and get them 
to write you a letter stating your position on the matter. You 
will have the bill after it is perfected. It is not yet ready to be 
offered. The Attorney General has suggested that he is willing 
to help to draft that bill so that it will be legal. Mr. Albert 
Coates, down at Chapel Hill, has offered to do all and any re- 
search work necessary for this bill in order that it may be legal. 


Now, I am going to appoint myself a committee of one for 
you to write me a letter from your Legislator and Senator and 
feel them out. If they won’t write you a letter, you write me a 


letter and go on record saying what you think you will be able 


to do in your town. ; 


R. A. JOYNER: In further motion of what has been said 
relative to the work which should be done relative to this bill, 
I want to make a motion that this Association stand one hundred 


per cent. if the committees call to storm Raleigh, if necessary, in 
order to get that passed. 


Motion seconded and passed, one hundred per cent. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: All right, gentlemen. Don’t forget 
you are now all lobbyists to put this bill through the next Legis- 
lature. That’s up to you, and we will send out a call, if necessary, 
and we will storm Raleigh, if necessary, but I don’t think it will 
go that far. We will go just as firemen. Every member here will 
get a copy of that bill, or every Department will, as soon as it 
is drawn up in the proper form and the legality is passed upon. 


DR. WILL S. LONG, Graham: Mr. President and fellow fire- 
men, and all those interested as citizens of this City: I rise here 
in behalf of one man in this town, who is a fireman, but a me-

chanic. Jesus Christ was a mechanic, a mechanic to the greatest 
call of man. Of course, a call to the Gospel is considered so, but 
he has to be a mechanic. All great inventions that have ever 
been pulled off in this country have been done by mechanics. 
Edison headed the list, you know, but remember we have lots of 
them around that we don’t know much about. But in this city 
we had mechanics come here this morning at four o’clock to 
decorate this hall. I can’t find any fault with it, and neither could 
you. That man is named Allie Cook, a mechanic in this city. And 
I want to ask you to rise here for a vote of thanks for him for 
helping to make this meeting a great success and our Memorial 
exercise a beautiful thing. 


The Convention rose in unison for a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Allie Cook. 

MR. SHERWOOD BROCKWELL, Raleigh: Mr. President: 
While the votes of thanks, I think, have been commendable, there 
is another which I would like to request at this time, and I think 
the Fellows will agree with me that it is deserving, for while the 
Committee in charge has done a noble piece of work, yet I think 
that that bill and that memoranda are the result of the splendid 
efforts of one individual, a man who never rises to ask for any 
thanks for himself, and that man is Assistant Chief Griswold, of 
Charlotte. And I want to ask you, Mr. President, to present him 
to this meeting for that vote of thanks for him. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: Gentlemen of the Convention: I 
again ask that you rise and extend a vote of thanks to Assistant 
Chief Griswold for what has has done for us this year. 


Convention members rise for a vote of thanks to Mr. Griswold. 


CHIEF SHUFORD, Hickory: Mr. President and gentlemen 
of the Association: This is one time that I would like to have 
the gift of words, or the gift to express myself and say what I 
am thinking to this group of men. I may not be able to get it out 
in the form that it should be. I wish that I had the gift of speech 
that our friend Sherwood Brockwell has. But there is something 
I want to bring before you and, if possible, bring home to every 
one of you. For the past year I have served as a member of the 
Advisory Board and have seen this Committee grow to its present, 
form, and I hope to see that Bill enacted in our State Legislature. 
But there is a thought that has been in my mind ever since I 
have come to this fair City of New Bern and that is, how it Is 
going to be presented. If you will pardon personal references: I 
served three years in the army under the very capable leadership 
of the officers of my regiment. I served a year in France, and 
went through every engagement. When a eapable leader of a 
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regiment or company was incapacitated, the company or regiment 
was in charge of his officer under him. If he went into battle 
it was his responsibility and it was his duty to carry on. You 
have never heard of an army or of a regiment or a part of an 
army changing officers in a battle. We are going into a battle 
now, a great battle. Each and every one of us is a private under 
the leadership cf our. capable Captain and capable Lieutenant. 
I for one, should hate to see that leadership changed at the present 
time, because I know what it would mean to this organization. 
I know, in fact not that there are no more capable leaders in 
this organization, but there are no more capable officers than 
those we now have to put a matter of this kind through. 


And so, I would like to make a motion before this Conven- 
tion that our present elective officers be re-elected unanimously 
for the coming year. 


A MEMBER: I second that motion. 

(Motion made and seconded that the Secretary cast the bal- 
lot.) 

MR. MILLER: Mr. President, I greatly appreciate this hon- 
or, and when I say this I mean it. It is a great pleasure for me 
to cast, leaving myself out, the unanimous vote of this Convention 
for Jerome B. Flora, as President of the North Carolina Firemen’s 
Association, to succeed himself; for Clyde Hildebrand, as Vice- 
President; for A. B. Horney, as Treasurer, and for R. A. Joyner, 
as Statistician of this Association this year. I gladly cast the 
unanimous vote of this Convention. 


MR. A. B. HORNEY, Hickory: Gentlemen: A few minutes 
ago you heard Mr. Brockwell speak to you and commend the men 
who put aside their personal ambitions for a worthy cause. 


If you will remember, at the last Convention I nominated our 
good friend Shuford for Vice-President of this Association: In 
order that here would be favor or discrimination our good friend, 
Mr. Shuford, withdrew, and in consequence our good Vice-Presi- 
dent was elected unanimously. Now, these two men have come 
into this Association. with the ambition that sometime they would 
step into higher offices. They have now set aside their personal 
ambitions for you so that through the leadership of our good 
President in whom we have all faith and believe that with his help 
that this law will be carried through and into effect during our 
next Legislature. And.I now wish to commend these two men at 
this time for setting aside their personal ambitions and I feel 
that some day in the near future these men will step into: the 
higher offices that they deserve. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: Gentlemen of the Convention: I wish 
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to thank you all from the bottom of my heart for the vote of 
confidence you have just voted on. me. To be a member of any 
organization is a privilege; to represent that organization as an 
officer is an honor; to be selected the second time is an honor 
which passes beyond the meaning of words. I believe in the rota- 
tion of officers. But there is confronted by this Organization at 
this time something that means more than personal views and 
ambitions, and that is the Bill that we have just been talking 
about, which, in Parliamentary usage, would be called unfinished 
business. 


The honor that you have bestowed upon me, and with this 
unfinished business before us, I have sacrified my views against 
accepting reappointment to the highest honor that this Association 
can bestow upon the member. And I accept this honor with the 
understanding that next year, regardless of what might be up 
before this Convention, you do not consider your present President 
as a candidate. I would not listen to it at this time, but, as I 
have said to you before, only on account of what we have before 
us, and I deeply appreciate the honor that you have given to me 
and I wish you Godspeed. I thank you. 


VICE-PRESIDENT Cc. A. HILDEBRAND, Canton: Mr. 
President, might I say a word. Brother Firemen: I have been 
attending firemen’s conventions for some time now, but I will 
never get it out of my craw that he is one of the best men in 
North Carolina, that fellow Sherwood Brockwell, who is always 
effervescing around on this stage. He came to Asheville and beat 
us. I have been attending meetings all down through the years, 
and don’t know whether I have been of any benefit to the Asso- 
ciation of Firemen, but always I like to go each year and shake 
the hands of you firemen whether I know you or not. And espe- 
cially, these young firemen; I like to meet them best, because it 
will not be long before these young men, who scarcely have a 
whisker on their faces, will take the places of these fellows now 
on the platform. But whether of benefit to the Association or not, 
I like to go to the Conventions. 


Two years ago my friend, Mr. Jerome Flora, beat me for 
Vice-President. That didn’t hurt me a bit. I said to you then and 
meant it: “He is a good man, and will make you a good officer.” 
And last year I had the pleasure of nominating him as President 
of the Association. And, gentlemen, on this occasion I did have 
an opportunity, which I believe was worth while for every fire- 
man after Captain McNeill in the State Firemen’s Association, 
and that was to shake hands with Jerome B. Flora this morning 
and tell him, “I am not going to put up a fight for president.” 
And so, we will stay as we are, if it is the will of the Convention. 
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And, Gentlemen, I want to thank you and congratulate our 
President for the procedure that took place here a few minutes 
ago. 

I thank you. 

MR. SHERWOOD BROCKWELL, Raleigh: Gentlemen: 
Please pardon me, but I have to rise for two things at this point, 
and one is a right of privilege. Gentlemen, I have been married 
over half my life, and I married a red-headed woman to start 
with. I have been on the brink of politics for thirty-five years, 
and on this floor I have been called many things, but it waited for 
my good friend from Western North Carolina to come here and 
call me a seidlitz powder. However, I forgive him for it. But if 
we don’t do one thing here we will live to regret it. Back early 
in the century we had the Mayors’ Association and Firemen’s As- 
sociation, of which Mr. James D. McNeill was the President. And 
before the election of officers he came to me and said, “Boy, I 
want you to be our Secretary.” And if you ever saw a boy’s chest 
swell up and just come out it was mine at the though that Mr. 
McNeill wanted me to be secretary. And so I replied: “Do you 
think I could fill the job as John L. Miller does?” And Mr. McNeill 
threw up both of his hands, saying: “Lord, no, you never will fill 
that as good as he can. I am talking about the Municipal League, 
that I wanted you to be secretary of.” 

Now, in his beautiful modesty, John, officially acting on your 
vote, re-elected all of the members of your Board of Officers save 
himself, and he has not yet been elected officially, although you 
have voted him as your Secretary. And I am going to ask now 
that you instruct your President to cast the vote for John L. Miller 
as Secretary for the ensuing year. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: It gives me great pleasure to re- 
elect you, or cast the vote for you as Secretary of this Associa- 


tion to succeed yourself. You will pardon me, I got all tangled 


up there on my motions. , 


Gentlemen, we will now have the report of the Courtesy

I wish, also, to thank Mr. Whitley and the members of the 
committee of the New Bern Fire Department who have worked 
so hard and are so successful in showing us a good time. 


Also, our thanks to the City of New Bern: I want to thank 
the citizens individually for’ their wonderful hospitality and the 
amusements they have given to us. And, also, I want to thank the 
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members of the North Carolina Firemen’s Association for their 
attendance and studious attention they have given us. 


MIKE WILLIFORD: Mr. President, I didn’t have anything 
to do with that Courtesy Committee, but there is one boquet I 
want to throw in with that committee there. When I was a little 
boy my father used to take me about forty miles down a little 
stream of water to a little lake, or pond, a mill pond on which 
we would go camping every year.

CHIEF FRANK BENNETT: Fellows: Since our time is 
growing short—Several years ago, before we had our present 
good roads, I had a little brief case like this one with me, and I 
was riding over the famous Norfolk and Southern.

(Applause) 
But I now want to say to you before I sit down; it is one of 


my greatest privileges to meet with you always, and I want to 
say that this has been one of the most harmonious meetings I 
have ever attended. And it grows better every year. I hope I will 
never get so I can’t get to meet with you. I have been a little 
under the weather here, but I am getting better fast, and just 
give me two more days and I will be well. I think I got most of 
my healing last night when I met my good friend Frank Shaw, 
and Frank said, “Where have you been?” And I said, “I am just 
going in.” And Frank said, “Come over here, I want you to sing 
bass with my quartette.” But, I want to say this: I am not say- 
ing what shape Frank was in, but Sherwood kind of grunted just 
now when Frank was talking; but I want to say Frank is not 
chesty about Greensboro. And I want to say that I have had a 
good time here, and I think Donald Shuford will go down as making 
the best ever. The beautiful part is that we are all here and 


everybody is happy. 
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Now, this is not my wish, but that of my good friend Presi- 
dent Flora, that we all rise and sing “Auld Lang Syne”. We all 
will rise.

PRESIDENT FLORA: At the closing of this session and while 
the curtains are being drawn I wonder if there is a Minister of 
the Gospel in the house.

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An Act to Incorporate the North Carolina 


State Firemen’s Association 


Be it Enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Gen- 
eral Assembly Convened: 


Section 1. That C. D. Benbow, J. G. Fowler, H. J. Elam, A. T. 
Boyd, C. F. Thomas, J. R. Donnell, Charles Whittington and S. D. 
Wilson, of Greensboro; J. D. McNeill, of Fayetteville; J. T. Thack- 
Brower. Keith, S.A. Sink, C.D. Snipes,. F: H: Voglers+ F.C: 
Meinung, of Winston-Salem; E. B. Englehard, T. W. Blake, F. H. 
Lumsden and F. Brannon, of Raleigh; H. E. Heartt, of Durham; 
J. B. Swinson, of Charlotte, and such other persons as are asso- 
ciated with them, and their successors be, and they hereby are con- 
stiuted a body politic and corporate by the name of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association, and may by that name sue . 
and be sued and prosecute and defend suits in all courts in the 
‘State and may have and use a common seal, and alter the same 
at pleasure. May take contracts and be capable in law of pur- 
chasing, holding and conveyting any real or personal estate for the 
benefit of said Association or corporation, provided, the said cor- 
poration shall not any time hold real or personal estate of greater 
amount than ten thousand ($10,000) dollars. 


Section 2. The purpose for which said Association is organ- 
ized is: The protection and promotion of the best interests ‘of 
the firemen of. North Carolina, the compilation of fire statistics, 
the collection of information concerning the practical workings of 
different systems of organizations, the examination and inquiries 
concerning the merits of the different kinds of apparatus in use 
and the improvements in the same, the cultivation of a fraternal 
fellowship between the different companies of the State. 


Section 3. Said Association or corporation shall have power to 
appoint officers, hold meetings, adopt Constitution and enact such 
By-Laws in such manner as their Constitution may prescribe, and 
make such rules and regulations as may be necessary to carry into 
effect the objects and aims of the Association; provided, that such 
Constitution and By-Laws, rules and regulations be not repugnant 
to the Constitution of the State and of the United States. 


Section 4. That this act shall be in force from and after its 


ratification. 
Ratified the 11th day of March, A. D., 1889. .

PREAMBLE 


We, the members of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation, in order to form a more perfect organization, establish har- 
mony of action, insure prosperity and promote the best interests 
of the Firemen of North Carolina, and compile statistics of infor- 
mation concerning the practical working of various systems and 
the merits of the different apparatus in use for the extinguishing 
of fires, also the cultivation of fraternal fellowship between the 


several Fire Departments of the State do, here establish the fol- 


lowing Constitution and By-Laws. 
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CONSTITUTION 


Article I 


Section 1. This organization shall be known as the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 


Article II 
Section 1. The officers of this Association shall consist of a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer and Statistician, 
and they shall constitute the Executive Committee and will hold 
their respective offices for one year, or until their successors shall 
be elected and qualified. Each officer of the Association shall 
have one vote on all questions coming before the Association: 
Article III 


Section 1. The members of the Association shall consist of the 
several Chiefs and Assistant Chiefs of the Fire Departments, Fire 
Marshals, Superintendents of Fire Alarm, Superintendents of 
Waterworks, Buildings and Electric Inspectors, and each regular 
organized Fire Company in the several Fire Departments of the 
State; said persons and companies complying with the provisions 
of the Constitution and By-Laws of this Association, and all in- 
vidual members of such fire companies, who comply with the pro- 
visions of the Constitution and By-Laws of this Association, shall, | 
also, by virtue of their membership of such companies, be members 
of this Association for the purpose of participating in the benefits 
of this Association, and the funds disbursed by it, so long as said 
company remains a member of the Association, and no longer. 
But should any member fail to pay his per capita tax, when called 
for, and in accordance with the By-Laws of the Association he 


b 


shall be debarred from the privileges of this Association. 


Section 2. Any member injured or made sick by disease con- 
tracted in the actual discharge of his duty as a Fireman, shall 
be entitled to the benefits from the “Firemen’s Relief Fund” of 
this Association, as set forth and contained in the By-Laws of 
said Association; and should death result from such injury or 
sickness the widow, if any, of such deceased fireman shall receive 
such an amount and for such purposes as is set forth and con- 
tained in the By-Laws of this Association, and in case there is 
no widow, then the company of which such. deceased fireman was 
a member shall receive such an amount and for such purposes 
as is set forth and contained in the By-Laws of. this Association. 


Section 38. Every person or company eligible and desiring to 
become a member of this Association shall make application to 
the Secretary, and at the same time pay to him the prescribed 
membership fee, and thereupon, if such applicant or company be 
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eligible he or such company shall become a member of this Asso- 
ciation. 


Section 4. All companies represented in this Association must 
be in full accord and in good standing in the Fire Department of 
the city, town or village where they are located, and if at any 


time they are not so, they shall forfeit all rights to membership 
in this Association, and companies that do not affiliate with the 
fire department of the city, town or village where they are located 
shall not be entitled to membership in this Association. 


Section 5. Every fire company in the State, which is a mem- 
ber of the Association, shall on or before the first day of August 
in each year, elect two delegates, and also two alternates, to serve 
for the ensuing year, with the Chief and Assistant Chief of the 
various departments at large, who are entitled to one vote each, or 
two for the company. In the absence of one of the delegates so 
elected, the other member or delegate may cast two votes for the 
company. They shall be beneficiary members of the Association, 
and shall show on the beneficiary roll. 


Article IV 


Section 1. The annual meetings of the Association shall be 
held at such place as the Association shall select, if said Associa- 
tion selects such place, and if not, then the Executive Committee 


shall select the time of holding all annual meetings of the Asso- 
ciation. 


Section 2. A failure to hold any annual meeting at the time 
designated in the Constitution shall in no wise make a dissolution 
of the Association. 


Section 8. The Executive Committee shall meet at such time 
and place as they may decide, on a call of the President or a 
majority of said Committee. 


Article V 


_ Section 1. If any vacancy shall occur by reason of death, 
resignation or otherwise of any of the officers of this Association, 
such vacancy shall be filled by the Executive Committee for the 
unexpired term for which said officer was elected. 


Article VI 


Section 1. This Association shall have the power to alter, 
amend, repeal or revise this Constitution and the By-Laws by a 
two-thirds vote of the members of the Association present entitled 
to vate; provided the proposed amendment shall have been sub- 


mee in writing at a previous meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee. ; 
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By-Laws 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


Article I 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the President to preside 
over the meetings of the Association and to counter-sign all orders, 
warrants or vouchers duly granted by the Association, Executive 
Committee or other officer of the Association. He shall receive 
$250.00 compensation as annual salary, to be paid quarterly by 
warrant on the Treasurer issued by the Secretary and counter- 
signed by the President. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Vice-President to per- 
form all the duties. of the President in his absence. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a com- 
plete record of all the proceedings of the Association; to receive 
and answer all communications pertaining to the Association; to 
keep a roster of the names of the different companies composing 
the Association and the individual members thereof; to collect the 
membership fee and the per capita tax, and to pay the same over 
to the Treasurer, taking his receipt therefor; and to issue all 
warrants and vouchers for the payment of all moneys expended 
by the Association or any o*‘icer thereof. He shall execute a 
bond in the sum of One Thousand Dollars to this Association for 
security of all funds in his hands to be approved by and filed 
with the President. All property, books and records in the hands 
of the Secretary, are and shall remain the property of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. He shall receive $600.00 
compensation as annual salary, to be paid quarterly by warrant 
on Treasurer, issued by the Secretary and counter-signed by the 


President. 


Section 4. The Treasurer shall receive all moneys collected 
by the Secretary and give a receipt to him for the same; to collect 
and receive annually from the State Treasurer the amount appro- 
priated by the Legislature for the ‘Firemen’s Relief Fund; to col- 
tect and receive from the Insurance Commissioner the five per cent 
of the money collected from the Insurance Companies as prescribed 
py law in Section 6067 of the Consolidated Statutes of North Caro- 
lina. He shall disburse no moneys except on order issued by the 
Secretary and counter-signed by the President. At the annual 
meetings of the Association he shall make a full report of all the 
moneys received and disbursed by him. He shall execute a bond 
to the State of North Carolina as prescribed by law, which bond 
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shall be approved by and filed with the Treasurer of the State of 
North Carolina, and shall make a detailed report of the said Treas- 
urer of the State of North Carolina of the yearly expenditures of 
the Firemen’s Relief Fund. He shall, also, execute a bond in 
the sum of Seven Thousand Five Hundred Dollars to this Associa- 
tion for the security of the General Fund, to be approved by the 
President and filed with the Secretary of this Association. All 
property, books and records in the hands of the Treasurer are, and 
shal. remain the property of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association. He shall receive $200.00 compensation as annual 
salary, to be paid quarterly by warrant on the Treasurer issued 
by the Secretary and counter-signed by the President. 


Section 5. It shall be*the duty of the Statistician to correctly 
compile the statistics of each village and city in the State of all 
matters pertaining to the fire service, annually correcting the 
previous reports, which shall include everything of interest to our 
firemen, and to be so arranged as to be comprehensive in every 
detail. The expenses of all printing, printed matter and postage 
necessary in sending for and receiving such information shall be 
paid by the Association. He shall receive $75.00 compensation as 
annual salary, to be paid annually by warrant on the Treasurer 
issued by the Secretary and counter-signed by the President. 


Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to 
have published the proceedings of the Association; to transact 
all business of the Association during the times intervening be- 
tween the annual meetings of said Association; to advise the 
Treasurer in the management of all funds of the Association. At 
all meetings of the Executive Committee a majority of the com- 
mittee shall constitute a quorum, and a majority of such quorum 
may determine all questions and transact all business the same as 
if all the said committee were present. 


Section 7. The expenses of the President when absent from 
home upon business of the Association, and while attending the 
annual meetings and special meetings of the Association, to be 
incurred at his discretion, shall be paid upon warrant issued by 
the Secretary and counter-signed by the President, and the ex- 
penses of the other officers of the Association when absent from 
home upon business of the Association, and while attending the 
annual meetings and special meetings of said Association shall 


likewise be paid upon warrant issued by the Secretary and counter- 
signed by the President. 


Section 8. All moneys expended under this Article shall be 
paid out the General Fund of this Association, and not from the 
Firemen’s Relief Fund. Provided, that the salary of the Treasur- 


er and printing of the minutes each year may be paid out of the 
Firemen’s Relief Fund. . 
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MEMBERSHIP 
Article II 


Section 1. Each fire company shall pay a membership fee of 
Five Dollars, and each Fire Chief, Assistant Chief, Fire Marshal, 
Superintendent of Fire Alarm, Superintendent of Waterworks, 
Building and Electric Inspectors, shall pay an annual fee of One 
Dollar, and all other members an annual fee of Fifty Cents each. 

Section 2. The annual fees above mentioned shall be paid on, 
or before the first day of January of each and every year, in ad- 
vance for the insuing year. And all members who fail to comply 
with this provision shall, thereon and by reason of such failure, 
cease to be members of this Association, and cannot again become 
members of this Association except by new application, made in 
regular form, and paying the prescribed fee for membership. 

Section 3. Any individual or company, members of this Asso- 
ciation who, at any time fail to act in a gentlemanly manner, may 
upon charges brought before the Association be expelled from said 
Association by a majority vote of the membershirp. 


Section 4. Any Honorary Fireman may, upon the payment of 
the annual fees, become a member of the Association, with all 
rights and privileges of any other member, except such Honorary 
Firemen shall not participate in the Firemen’s Relief Fund. 


SICK AND DEATH BENEFITS 
Article III 


Section 1. Any member of this Association injured or made 
sick by disease contracted in the actual discharge of his duties as 
a fireman shall be entitled to the benefits from the Firemen’s Re- 
lief Fund” of this Association, as follows: At the rate of $4.00 
per day while totally unable to attend to his ordinary business by 
reason of such injury or sickness for a period not exceeding one 
hundred days; but the Executive Committee may extend such 
benefits for good cause shown to the next annual meeting of the 
Association next after the expiration of the said period of one 
hundred days, and the Association at said annual meeting will, 
at its pleasure, determine the time for which such benefits may be 
received; and in case of death for such injury or sickness, this 
Association shall pay to the widow of the deceased $300.00 for 
funeral expenses, and should the deceased have no widow, this 
amount shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Company of which 
the deceased was a member to be used by said Company to defray 
his funeral expenses. Provided that no fireman shall be entitled 
to receive any benefits under this section until the local Fireman’s 
Relief Fund of his city or town shall have been exhausted. 

Section 2. The Chief or Acting Chief shall certify before a 
Magistrate, Notary Public or other officer authorized to administer 
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oaths on blank form published by the Secretary of this Association, 
accompanied by a certificate of the attending physician, said 
certificate to be made on a blank furnished by the Secretary of 
this Association. 


Section 8. Applications for benefits shall be made to the Sec- 
retary in compliance with the form to be furnished by the Sec- 
retary for that purpose, and shall be made within thirty days 
after receiving the injury or contracting the disease complained 
of; but said time for making said application may be extended by 
the Executive Committee for good cause shown. 


Section 4. The action of this Association upon all questions 
that may arise as to granting or refusing relief and benefits, both 
as to the amount thereof and the person claiming, and upon all 
questions relating to the right or claim of membership, shall be 
final and conclusive, and the action of the Executive Committee 
upon said questions shall in like manner be final and conclusive 
until the same be changed by the Association at its annual meet- 
ings. 
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RULES OF ORDER 


1. The presiding officer shall preserve order and decorum; all 
questions of order shall be decided by him, subject to an appeal of 
the Association. 


2. Every member when he speaks shall rise, standing in his 
place, addressing the presiding officer, and shall omit personalities 
and confine himself to the questions under debate. 


3. When two or more members shall rise at once, the presid- 
ing officer sha:. name the one who shall speak first. 


4. A member when called to order shall immediately sit down 
unless permitted to explain by the Chair. If there be no appeal, 
the decision shall be conclusive. 


5. Every delegate shall vote, unless excused by the Associa- 
tion, but no delegate shall vote on any question in which he shall 
have a direct individual or pecuniary interest, and the President 
shall only vote in case of a tie. 


6. The ayes and nays shall be taken and entered upon the 
minutes of the Association, if required by three delegates. 


7. All business not provided for in these By-Laws shall be 
transacted according to the parliamentary rules that govern delib- 
erate bodies. No less than the representative of five companies 
shall constitute a quorum. 
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FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND 


ARTICLE 1—STATE APPROPRIATIONS 


6056—Annual Appropriation 


The sum of two thousand five hundred dollars is hereby ap- 
propriated annually and shall constiute a “Firemen’s Relief Fund.” 


6057—Payment by State Treasurer. 

The treasurer of the state shall pay the amount constituting 
the firemen’s relief fund on the warrant of the auditor, one-fourth 
to the treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s 
Association, properly chartered by law, and three-fourths. to the 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. The 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation shall give bond, and the Association shall disburse the 
funds in the same manner and under the same rules as the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 


6058—A pplication of Fund 


The money so paid into the hands of the treasurer of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall be known and remain 
as the “Firemen‘s Relief Fund” of North Carolina, and shall be 
used as a fund for the relief of firemen, members of such associa- 
tion, who may be injured or rendered sick by disease contracted in 
the actual discharge of duty as firemen, and for the relief of 
widows, children, and if there be no widow or children, then de- 
pendent mothers of such firemen killed or dying from disease so 
contracted in such discharge of duty; to be paid in such manner 
and in such sums to such individuals of the classes herein named 
and described as may be provided for and determined upon in ac- 
cordance with the constitution and by-laws of said association, and 
such provisions and determinations made pursuant to said consti- 
tution and by-laws shall be final and conclusive as to the persons 
entitled to benefits and as to the amount of benefit to be received, 
and no action at law shall be maintained against said Association 
to enforce any claim or recover any benefit under this article or 
under the constitution and by-laws of said Association; but if any 
officer or commitee of said Association omit or refuse to perform 
any duty imposed upon him or them, nothing herein contained shall 
be construed to prevent any proceedings against said officer or 
committee, to compel him or them to perform such duty. No 
fireman shall be entitled to receive any benefit under this section 
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until the Firemen’s Relief Fund of this city or town shall have been 
exhausted. 


6059—Treasurer to File Report and Give Bond 


The Treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion shall make a detailed report to the state treasurer of the year- 
ly expenditures of the appropriation under this chapter on or be- 
fore the end of the fiscal year, showing the total amount of money 
in his hands at the time of the filing of the report, and shall give 
a bond to the State of North Carolina with good and sufficient 
sureties to the satisfaction of the treasurer of the State of North 
Carolina in a sum not less than the amount of money on hand 
as shown by said report. 


6069—Who Shall Participate in the Fund 
The line of duty entitling one to participate in the fund shall 
be so construed as to mean actual fire duty only, and any actual 
duty connected with the fire department when directed to perform 
the same by an officer in charge. 


6061—Who May Become Members 

Any organized Fire Company in North Carolina, holding itself 
ready for duty may, upon compliance with the requirements of said 
constitution and by-laws become a member of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association, and any firemen of good moral char- 
acter in North Carolina, and belonging to an organized fire com- 
pany who will comply with the requirements of the constitution 
and by-laws of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association 
may become a member of said association. 

6062—Applied to Members of Regular Fire Company 

The provisions of this chapter shall apply to any fireman who 
is a member of a regularly organized fire company, and is a mem- 
ber in good standing of the North Carolina State Fremen’s Asso- 


ciation. 


ARTICLE 2—FUND DERIVED FROM FIRE INSURANCE 
COMPANIES 


6063—Fire Insurance Companies to Report Premiums Collected. 

Every fire insurance company, corporation or association 
doing business in any town or city in North Carolina that 
‘has, or may hereafter have, a regularly organized fire de- 
partment under the control of the mayor and city council or other 
governing body ,of said town or city, and which has in serviceable 
condition for fire duty apparatus and equipment amounting in 
value to one thousand dollars or more and which enforces the fire 
laws to the satisfaction of the insurance commissioner shall return 
to the insurance commissioner of the state of North Carolina a 
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just and true account of all premiums collected and received from 
all fire insurance business done within the corporate limits of 


such towns and cities during year ending December thirty-first, or 
such portion thereof as they may have transacted such business 
in such towns and cities. Such companies, corporations, or as- 
sociations shall make said returns within sixty days from and af- 
ter the thirty-first day of December of each year. 


6064—Tax on Receipts For Premiums 


Every fire insurance company, corporation or association as 
aforesaid shall, within seventy-five days from December thirty- 
first of each year, deliver and pay to the state insurance commis- 
sioner the sum of fifty cents out of and from every one hundred 
dollars, and at that rate, upon the amount of all premiums written 
on fire and lightning policies covering property situated within 
the corporated limits of such towns and cities during the year 
ending December thirty-first in each year, or for such portion of 
each year as said company, corporation, or association shall have 
done business in said towns and cities. 
6065—Insurance Commissioner to Investigate Returns and Collect 


Tax 

Every such company, corporation, or association shall make 
accurate returns of all business done, both on fire and lightning 
insurance, covering property situated within the limits of such 
towns and cities; and in case any fraud, misrepresentation, or mis- 
take of any returns, as provided for in this article, be apparent, 
it shall be the duty of the insurance commissioner to investigate 
such returns and collect the amount which he shall find to be 
due. 


6066—Penalty For Failure to.Pay Tax 


Every fire insurance company, association, or corporation 
aforesaid which shall knowingly or wilfully fail or neglect to re- 
port or pay over any of the money due on premiums as afore- 
said, at the times and in the manner specified in this article, or 
shall be found upon examination to have made a false return of 
businesss done by them, shall for each offense forfeit and pay the 
sum of three hundred dollars for the use and benefit of the fire 


department of such town or city, to be recovered in a civil action 
in the name of the town or city. 


6067—Insurance Commissioner to Pay Fund to Treasurer 


The insurance commissioner shall deduct the sum of five per 
cent from the money so collected from the insurance companies, 
corporations, or associations, as aforesaid, and pay the same over 
to the treasurer of the State Firemen’s Association for general 
purposes and the remainder of the money so collected from the 
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insurance companies, corporations, or associations, as aforesaid, 
doing business in the several towns and cities in the state having, 
or that may hereafter have organized fire department as provided 
in this article, said insurance commissioner shall pay to the treas- 
urer of each town or city to be held by him as a separate and dis- 
tinct fund, and he shall immediately pay the same to the treasurer 
of the local board of trustees upon his election and qualification, 
for the use of the board of trustees of the firemen’s local relief 
fund in each town or city, composed of five members, residents of 
said city or town as hereinafter provided for, to be used by them 
for the purpose as named in section 6069. 


6068—Trustees Appointed; Organization 


In each town or city complying with and deriving benefits from 
the provisions of this article there shall be appointed annually in 
January, 4 local board of trustees, known as the trustees of the 
firemen’s relief fund, to be composed of five members, two of 
whom shall be named by the members of the local fire department, 
two by the mayor and board of aldermen or other local governing 
body, the remaining member by the State insurance commissioner, 
all to hold office for two years or until their successors are ap- 
pointed, and to serve without pay for their service. They shall 
immediately after appointment organize by electing from their 
members a chairman and a secretary and treasurer, which two last 
positions may be held by the same person. The treasurer of said 
board of trustees shall give a good and sufficient bond in a sum 
equal to the amount of moneys in his hands, to be approved by the 
insurance commissioner, for the faithful and proper discharge of 
the duties of his office. 


6069—Disbursement of Fund By Trustees 


The board of trustees shall have entire control of the funds 
derived from the provisions of this article, and shall disburse the 
funds only for the following purposes: 

1. To safeguard any fireman in active service from financial 
loss occasioned by sickness contracted or injury received while in 
the performance of his duties as a fireman. 

2.°To provide a reasonable support for those actually de- 
pendent upon the services of any fireman who may lose his life in 
the fire service of his town, city or state, either by accident or 
from disease contracted or injury received by reason of such ser- 
vice. The amount is to be determined according to the earning 
capacity of the deceased. 

3. To safeguard any fireman who has honorably served for a 
period of five years in the fire service of this city or town from 
ever becoming an inmate of any almshouse or actually dependent 


upon charity. 
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4. To provide for the payment of any fireman’s assessment 
in the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund of the State of North 
Carolina, if the board of trustees find as a fact that said fireman 
is unable to pay the said assessment by reason of disability. 
6070—Trustees to Keep Account and File Report; Effect of Failure 

The board of trustees shall keep a correct account of all 
moneys received and disbursed by them, and shall at the annual 
meeting of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association render 
an itemized statement of the same, for publication in the annual 
report, a copy of which report shall be made annually to the state 
insurance commissioner; and in case any board of trustees in any 
of the towns and cities benefitted by this article shall neglect or 
fail to perform their duties, or shall willfully misappropriate the 
funds entrusted to their care, or shall neglect or fail to report at 
the annual meeting at the state association, then the insurance 
commissioner shall withhold any and all further payments to said 
board of trustees, or their successors, until the matter has been 
fully investigated by an official of the State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion, and adjusted to the satisfaction of the state insurance com- 
missioner. Should such payments be unadjusted for a period of 
fifteen months from the time when such payments would other- 
wise have been made then the insurance commissioner shall pay 
over the said amount to the treasurer of the North Carolina State 


Firemen’s Association and shall constitute a part of the firemen’s 
relief fund. 


6071—Municipal Clerk to Certify List of Fire Companies; Effect 
of Failure 

The clerk of any city, town or village or other municipal cor- 
poration having an organized fire department shall, on or before 
the 31st day of October in each year, make’ and file with the in- 
surance commissioner his certificate, stating the existence of such 
department, the number of steam, hand or other engines, hook and 
ladder trucks and hose carts in actual use, the number of organ- 
ized companies, and the system of water supply in use for such 
departments, together with such other facts as the insurance com- 
missioner may require, on a blank to be furnished by him. If the 
certificate required by this section. is not filed with the insurance 
commissioner on or before October thirty-first in any year, the 
city, town or village so failing to file such certificate shall forfeit 
the payment next due to be paid to said board of trustees, and the 
insurance commissioner shall pay over said amount to the treas- 
urer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and same 


shall constitute a part of the firemen’s relief fund. e 


6072—Fire Departments To Be Members of State Association And 
Send Delegate To Meeting 


For the purpose of supervision and as guaranty that the pro- 
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visions of this article shall be honestly administered in a business 
like manner, it is provided that every department enjoying the 
benefits of this law shall be a member of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association, send at least one accredited delegate to the 
annual meeting of said association and comply with its constitu- 
tion and by-laws. If the fire department of any city, town or vil- 
lage shall fail to send at least one delegate to the annual meeting 
of the State Firemen’s Association and otherwise fails to comply 
with the constitution and by-laws of said Association said city, 
town or village shall forfeit its right to the next annual payment 
due from the funds mentioned in this article, and the insurance 
commissioner shall pay over said amount to the treasurer of the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and same shall con- 
stitute a part of the firemen’s relief fund: Provided, however, that 
the failure of any department to have a delegate or representative 
present at the annual meeting of the association shall not have 
such effect if in the opinion of a majority of the Executive Com- 
mittee of said association such delegate or representative had a 
valid excuse for his failure so to attend. 


6073—No Discrimination on Account of Color 

Inasmuch as there are in a number of towns and cities of this 
state fire companies composed exclusively of colored men, it is ex- 
pressly provided that the local board of trustees shall make no 
discrimination on account of color in the payment of benefits. The 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall 
pay to the treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Fire- 
men’s Association one-sixth of the funds arising from the five per 
cent, paid him by the insurance commissioner each year, to be used 
by said North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s Association for 
general purposes. 

Section 2. That all laws and clauses of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 8. That this act shall be in force and effect from and 
after its ratification. 


In the General Assembly, read three times and ratified, this 
21st. day of February, 1925. 


AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION 6063 OF THE CONSOLIDATED 
STATUTES RELATING TO THE FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


The General Assembly of North Carolina do enact: 

Section 1. That section six thousand sixty-three of the 
Consolidated Statutes be amended by striking out the word 
“incorporated” in line two (2) thereof, after the word “any” and 
before the word “town”. 

Section 2. That this act be in force and effect from a and 
after its ratification. 

Section 3. Ratified this the 19th day of March, A. D. 1929. 
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RULES GOVERNING HosE COMPANIES 
HAND REEL CONTEST 


Two To Enter 


Sixteen men and a foreman allowed. 


Reel to carry not less than 148 feet of standard two and one- 
half inch hose to be connected on the start as when ready for duty 
to fires (three full threads) to run 100 yards, unreel not les than 
98 feet of hose, attach same to plug, screw pipe to hose (any size 
nozzle), throw water in quickets time. Water to show opposite 
or beyond the hyrant, or company shall be ruled out. The plug 
must be closed at the time of the company starting on the run, 
and shall be opened by the wrenchman. No straps or snap coup- 
lings allowed. 

No company shall be allowed to assist another. In the run 
each company is required to furnish a roll of its members to the 
Secretary of the Association on the morning after the first day, 
as early as possible. Fifteen minutes will be allowed. Each com- 
pany failing to start within that time shall be ruled out. Two 
entries required. No one allowed inside the ropes except the com- 
pany making the run. The company making the best time wins 
the first prize. No company allowed to enter more than one 
team. 


GRAB RACE CONTEST 


Company to run 50 yards, grab reel and run 50 yards to plug, 
unreel not less than 48 feet of hose, attach same to plug and throw 
water—drag rope to be put up or down (optional with company) 
Plug must be closed when company starts to run same as Reel Con- 
tests. Couplings to be broken opposite or beyond plug. Should 
butt or nozzle blow off, company be ruled out. 


HORSE REEL RACE 
Two To Enter 


Companies allowed the use of any four-wheeled Hose Carriage 
or Wagon, either one or two-horse, to carry not less than 250 feet 
standard two and one-half inch natural unstretched hose. Carriage 
or Wagon to be weighed; weight for one horse not less than 1,000 
pounds, exclusive of driver and men; the driver, buttman and 
coupling breaker shall ride on Carriage or Wagon, horse or horses 
to be hitched to hose Carriage and Wagon and to be given a moving 


start of 50 yards behind the actual Starting line. The starting 
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to be so located as to be a 200-yard run for horse to hydrant, 
where company is to unreel. Time to be taken when -front wheels 
of wagon pass over the starting line until water shows, unreel not 
less than. 250 feet of hose, breaking couplings and attach pipe and 
show water. Water must show within 50 of the 250-foot line; 
hose to be reeled on carriage or placed on wagon, connected with 
three full threads. The plug must be elosed at the time of the 
company starting and cannot be opened until hose is first started 
to be unreeled. Companies allowed five men in addition to those 
who ride, and can be placed in such positions as desired. Time 
taken from the first signal until water shows. If butt, or pipe 
blows off company shall be ruled out and hose must be let go be- 
fore pressure is taken off. Where ballast is used the certificate 
must show the kind of ballast and weight of same. 


OTHER EVENTS 


One Hundred Yard Foot Race 


Men to run 100 yards.. Two men to be selected by the captain 
of each company. The one making the best time wins the prize. 


General Rules. 


All contestants will be required to take part in the parade, un- 
less excused for satisfactory reasons, same to be made in writing. 


In no ease will a second trial be allowed. 
Each company’s run will be decided by lot. 
Captains will select all judges on the morning of the contest. 


All competing companies must furnish the judges with weight of 
apparatus—to be weighed on city seales. 


Companies wishing couplings—city Standard, eight threads to 
the inch—will be furnished with the same on application to the 
Chief of Fire Department. 


Hose will be furnished on the day of contest, if desired. 


No person will be allowed to enter any of the contests unless he 
is a bona fide member of the company with which he enters. 


N. B.—Judges must be governed by the rules, as no changes 
will be allowed under any circumstances. 
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Rules Governing Motor Contest at Fay- 
etteville Convention and Tourna- 


ment 1920.

Rule 1. Contest shall be to test the efficiency of the men, and 
not for speed of truck. 


Rule 2. Team shall consist of not more than 8 men, one of 
whom shall be captain. Team to be sub-divided into 2 sub-teams, 
one for Hose contest and one for the Chemical contest. The 
Hose team to consist of 1 wrenchman, 1 buttman, 1 slack-puller, 1 
coupling-breaker and 1 nozzleman. The Chemical team to consist 
of 2 laddermen and one climber—three men; total eight men. 


Rule 3. Truck shall be furnished by the city where Tourna- 
ment is to be held. Same truck to be used by all teams alike. A 
competent chauffer to be furnished by the city, to drive for all 
alike. He shall be sworn to give as near as is humanly possible the 
same start, the same speed and same finish to all teams alike. 


Rule 4. Truck to start from a standstill with men on truck, 
from a point not less than 200 yards from hydrant; to run with 
fair speed to all, breaking string that sounds starting gong going 
at hydrant, 100 feet from hydrant and pass hydrant and come to 
a full stop opposite the ladder-shed, which shall be erected on the 
opposite side of the street, 100 feet beyond the hydrant. (Hydrant 
to be on left, ladder-shed to be on right. 


Rule 5. Men to jump from truck, remove cap, connect hose’ to 
hydrant lay two sections of hose, break coupling, attach nozzle and 
show water at nozzle. The Chemical men to unship ladder, place 
same against ladder shed; the climber to mount same and touch 
bell on ladder-shed with his chemical nozzle. Bell to be erected 


on ladder-shed 14 feet from pavement to the center of bell. Ladder 
to be standard twelve foot truck ladder. 


Rule 6. There shall be two sets of timers, one for the Hose 
contest, and one for the Chemical contest. Hose contest shall be 
WET, the chemical contest to be DRY. Time shall be taken by 
both sets of timers at the sound of the starting gong—until water 
shows at nozzle for the Hoseman, and from the touch of the 
chemical nozzle at top round of ladder-shed by the Chemical men. 
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Rule 7.. In the Water Contest, coupling must be broken and 


water shown, opposite or beyond hydrant; hose must be laid in 
truck, same as for fire service; second coupling (the one to be 
broken) to be on three full threads and placed in truck, beyond 
the reach of the coupling breaker, until hose is commenced to be 
laid; buttman and slack-puller allowed not more than fifteen feet 
of slack to jump with; cap on hydrant to be three full threads. 


Rule 8. The time of the Hose service and the Chemical ser- 
vice to be kept separate. Separate prizes to be given to the win- 
ners in each contest. 


Rule 9. A neutral judge who is not in anyway connected with 
the team making the run, to ride on truck and report any infrac- 
tion of the above rules. 


Rule 10. No one except members of team starting with truck 
allowed to assist in any particular.

North Carolina Insurance Law, and the several acts and supple- 
ments amendatory thereof. 


1. The name of the corporation is The Firemen’s Fraternal In- 
surance Fund of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association.

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3. The location of the principal or head office shall be in the 
city of Concord, County of Cabarrus, State of North Carolina, but 
the same may be moved by said corporation or its board of direc.

4. The objects for which this corporation is formed is to es- 
tablish and carry on a fraternal benefit fund for the purpose of 
making provision for the payment of a benefit in case of death of 
its members as result of disease, accident, or old age, and is or- 
ganized for the sole benefit of its members and their beneficiaries 
and designated in the insurance law as Fraternal Orders.

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CONSTITUTION AND By-LAws 


OF THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF 
THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION 


Name and Object 


Article 1. The name of this Association, which is organized 
by voluntary agreement of its members and under resolutions duly 
adopted by the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, shall 
be known as “Fiermen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund of the State of 
North Carolina.” 


Article 2. The objects of said Association shall be to cement 
more firmly the bonds of fraternity and friendship now existing 
between the members of THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION. 


Article 3. The Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall be 
created and maintained by assessment made upon its members, 
which shall become due and payable as provided in the By-Laws 
of the Association. 

Government 


Article 1. The Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall be 
under the general control and supervision and management of the 
Executive Committee of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation. — 

Article 2. The Executive Committee shall make a report at 
each and every Annual Meeting of the North Carolina State Fire- 
men’s Association at its first business session. 


By-Laws and Regulations 
The officers of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall 
be the Executive officers of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 


Association. 
Membership 


1. Any active member in good standing with the State Associa- 
tion, and any Honorary member who has served five years as a 
fireman, and in good standing with the State Association, shall be 
eligible for membership in THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL IN- 


SURANCE FUND. 


2. Any member whose name shall have been dropped from the 
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Roll of Members for non-payment of assessments may be re-in- 
stated in his membership upon application, and upon a showing 
that he is in good health at the time, and upon paying to the Sec- 
retary the sum of $2.20, together with all past due assessments: 
Provided, however, that said application for reinstatement shall be 
made within twelve months after the time his name shall have 
been dropped from the roll, and, Provided, further, that no member 
so in default shall be allowed more than one application for re- 
instatement. 

Sub.-Sec. 2. The application of any person presented to the 
Secretary of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund for member- 
ship as an honorary member shall be accompanied by. a sworn 
statement, sworn to and subscribed before a Notary Public by the 
three ranking officials of the Department or organization to which 
applicant has belonged to, or affiliated with, stating that such 
applicant has been an active member of an organized Fire Depart- 
ment in the State of North Carolina and is in good standing in 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and has been for 
the period of FIVE years immediately preceeding the presenta- 
tion of his application. 


Sub.-Sec. 3. No application presented for membership either 
active or honorary shall be accepted by the Secretary of the Fire- 
men’s Fraternal Insurance Fund if the age of the applicant is in 
excess of 50 years. 


Beneficiaries and Certificates 


3. <A Certificate of Membership shall be issued to each mem- 
ber of THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF 
THE STATE OF NORTH. CAROLINA, signed by the President 
and Secretary, which certificate, among other things, shall set forth 
the name, age, place of residence of the member, and also the 
name, age, place of residence and relationship of the Beneficiary 
named and designated by the member at the time of his applica- 
tion. 

4. The Beneficiary shall be named and designated by the mem- 
ber at the time of his application for membership, and shall be a 
near relative of the applicant. Provided; that in exceptional cases; 
and with the consent of the Executive Committee, the applicant 
may designiate his estate as beneficiary. 

5. The designated Beneficiary may be changed at the pleasure 
of the member upon surrender of his Certificate of Membership 
upon the payment of a fee of $1.00, and thereupon a new Certificate 
of Membership, with the name of the new beneficiary therein 
stated, shall be issued to him. Upon surrender of any Certificate 
the President and Secretary shall cancel the same. 

6. In case the certificate of Membership shall be lost or de- 
stroyed, and a member desires to procure a new Certificate of 
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Membership or desires to change the beneficiary designated therein, 
he shall have the resignated beneficiary, if living, join in the appli- 
cation for a new certificate, or for change of the Beneficiary; Pro- 
vided, that in case the designated beneficiary be dead, proof of 
such fact must accompany the application for a new certificate, 
or for change of the beneficiary. 

7. In case the designated beneficiary shall pre-decease the 
member, and the member shall die without having designated a 
new beneficiary, then, and in that event, the amount payable un- 
der the Certificate of Membership shall be payable to the heirs 
at law or legatees of such deceased member, according to the laws 
of the State of which the deceased member was a citizen at the 
time of his death. 

Payment of Beneficiary Fund 


' Upon receiving satisfactory notice of the death of a member of 
THE FIREMEN’S. FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF THE 
STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, the President and Treasurer 
shall immediately forward to the beneficiary designated in the 
Certificate of Membership, if living, or to the heirs at law or 
legatees of such deceased member, if known, and the designated 
beneficiary be dead, a check for a sum of not less than Two Hun- 
dred and Fifty Dollars if so much be in the Treasury at the time, 
and as soon hereafter as practicable, not exceeding sixty days, 
the balance collected upon the assessment made on account of the 
death of such deceased member: Provided, that no amount great- 
er than One Thousand Dollars of the sum collected upon the as- 
sessment made for the death of any deceased member shall be 
paid to the designated beneficiary, if living, or to the heirs at law 
or legatees of the deceased member, if the resignated beneficiary 
be dead at the time of the levy and collection of such assessment, 
Provided, further that One Dollar from every assessment in excess 
of One Thousand Dollars collected from members shall go to es- 
tablish a surplus fund. 


Assessment and Beneficiary Fund 
1. Each member of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation becoming a member of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance 
Fund of the State of North Carolina shall pay in advance to the 
Secretary, the sum of $2.20 which shall constitute the first two 
assessments. 


2. Upon the death of any member of the Association, there 
shall be levied upon each member an assessment of $1.10, and 
there shall be levied as many assessments as there shall be deaths 
of members, to the end that the primary fund arising from the 
first two assessments shall be maintained intact as nearly as pos- 
siblesaizeis

3. All assessments shall be levied by the Secretary, notice of 
which shall be promptly given to each member, and shall be pay- 
able to said President and Secretary within thirty days after the 
same shall have been made. 


4. Any member who shall fail to pay the assessment levied, 
and being in default in payment thereof for thirty days after 
notice of such assessment, shall cease to be a member of THE 


FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF THE 


STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, and shall forfeit all interest 
therein, unless reinstated as herein provided. 


5. The sum arising from assessments shall be apportioned and 
applied as follows: Ten (10c) cents to each assessment shall be 
applied to the account of salary and expenses of one ($1.00) Dol- 
lar thereof, not to exceed One Thousand Dollars, as heretofore 
provided, to the beneficiary of the member for whose death the 
assessment may be levied. 


6. Upon payment of the full amount collected upon an assess- 
ment on account of the death of any member of the Fund, the 
President and Secretary shall cancel the certificate of membership 
of such deceased member. 


Amendments 


These By-Laws and Regulations may be repealed, amended or 
added to by vote of two-thirds of the Executive Committee at any 
regular meeting, or at a meeting called for that purpose, same 


to be subject to approval of the NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION at its next regular meeting.
